INTRODUCTION TO THE TAROT 

For the modern occult student the name Tarot is common-place 
and is mainly noted -for its divinatory prowess. The Golden Dawn 
designs however were one of the -first to combine the meanings o-f 
mythology, astrology, numerology, alchemy, geometry and kabbalism 
into a unified pictured form with the key word being synthesisa- 
tion. It is not the purpose of this paper to go into a lengthy 
Tarot history as this would require an entire book in itself to 
explain (see Encyclopedia of the Tarot by Kaplan), but to present 
to the student a framework from which many more attributions can 
be added as they progress through the studies. 

The Tarot is in fact a deck of cards that are 70 in number. 
The twenty two Trumps (Major Arcana) correspond to the letters of 
the Hebrew Alphabet and the 22 Kabbalistic Paths, the 16 Court 
cards (Royal Arcana) correspond to to the Sephiroth of Chokmah, 
Binah, Tiphareth and Malkuth, and the 40 cards of the Minor 
Arcana are related the ten Sephiroth with the four Aces applied 
to Kether through to the four tens associated to Malkuth. 

The actual meaning of the word Tarot is something that is 
quite frankly open to debate. The most likely consideration is 
that it is French for Tarocchi, which was the Italian name for 
the deck of cards which according to some historians was derived 
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■from the word Trionifi. When applying gematria to the phoenetic 
pronunciation of Tarot (which is Taro) we -find that Tora*Law and 
Troa»Gate (in Hebrew). Other examples with latin show Rota-Wheel 
and Orat “Speaks, however these fanciful explanations for the 
modern day occultists are really nothing but sychroni ci ty. 
Explanations by occult authors such as Court de Gebelin, saying 
that the Tarot came from Egyptian sources, are equally open to 
debate as no scientific evidence has came to trace the Tarot back 
past the 14 century except from the writer Covelluxo who said 
they were introduced to Italy in 1379 from Naib. If this were 
true the designs of the Italian packs that we still use in part 
today would have been the first modernisation from the Arabian 
decks and given the Italian archetype, would have been a major 
overhaul from the African pack, providing however that one ever 
existed. 

The immediate origin of the Golden Dawn Tarot designs were 
based on the 17th and 18th century French Tarot designs (some- 
times known as the Marseilles Tarot) which themselves were based 
on earlier Italian packs. The following lessons on the Tarot have 
been deliberately devoid of heavy Kabbalistic and mythological 
symbolism and have been simplified so that the student can deal 
with the bare bones of the cards themselves without being con- 
fused by waves of symbology. As one studies each Tarot Trump, 
turn back to the lessons on the Kabbalistic Paths that the trump 
is asssociated to, then start applying these additional refer- 
ences to the Trump as well.

Within recent years it has been quite acceptable for, say, 
an astrologer, to rely more on his or her astrological knowledge 
to get an interpretati on of the Tarot, just as a Psychologist 
would possibly use mythology and a numerologist numerology while 
a Kabbalist would use the Hebrew Letters. From this point on 
such a type of thinking must cease as the cards are in fact the 
synthesi sat i on of a large variety of overlaps and must be treated 
as such when exploring their meanings- Therefore the student 
must not think "astrol ogy " , or "numerology" , or "Hebrew", but to 
think "Tarot". 

In the description of the cards there is provided a basic 
analysis of the card giving its base essence. Then what follows 
is a twelve stage description of how the card’s energy interacts 
in life experiences. These twelve divisions are based on the 
twelve astrological house divisions, which should provide a clear 
format, or guide, for Tarot divination in life experiences. 

It was a great ploy of occultists at the beginning of this 
century to refer to the ’true keys of the Tarot’. Some have taken 
this to mean the Hebrew Alphabet but generally for authors like 
Waite, they referred to Biblical keys taken from pertinent 
chapters. A good look at some of the French decks will confirm 
this also. Chapter ten of Revelations is a gocu example of this 
when studying the Waite Trump of Temperence which was later 
rectified by Case: 

’And I saw a mighty angel come down from Heaven, clothed with a 
cloud: and a rainbow was upon his head, and his face was as it 
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w «re the Sun and his -feet as pillars of fire: •• .and he set his 
right -foot upon the sea, and his left foot on the earth. ' 

Another example o-f this type is the card the Empress. Look- 
ing again at the Waite pack and the Case restoration we have in 
Chapter 12 of Revelations: 'And there appeared a great wonder in 
heaven; a woman clothed with the Sun, and the Moon under her 
feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve stars. ’ Earlier French 
decks of the 17th and 18th century were also well aware of these 
keys as the Empress in many decks had the emblem of an eagle on 
her shield: Revelations Ch 12 verse 14: ’And to the woman were 
given two wings of a great eagle, that she might fly into the 
wilderness, into her place where she is nourished for a time, and 
times, and half a time from the face of a serpent.’ 

The Golden Dawn however does not have any secret keys asso- 
ciated to the Tarot other than the picture on the card which 
predominates other associations. The easiest method of finding 
out the essence of the card is to try and understand its general 
meaning and why the cups, disks, wands and swords are placed in 
certain positions in the card. When this is done then see how 
the meaning can alter to suit different astrological house 
allocations (which were chosen for their diversity). It is also 
suggested that you start a file index system for each card and as 
each card is studied record additional meanings that you have 
found. A simple method of doing this is to simply sit quietly 
and gaze at the card and record the impressions as they come to 
mind. The time spent on this could take a few minutes or an hour 
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but try to be consistent. If this type of exercise is done daily 
(rotating the cards) the cards will eventually act as triggers 

•for doorways into your subconscious giving you access to tremen-

dous energy reserves and is a meditation exercise in itself. 

When colouring the Tarot it is important to refer to the 
four colour scales to get the exact colours needed. The Trumps 
are formed from the combination of the four colour scales and in 
some instances the compl ementary colours as well. The Minor 
Arcana are also coloured from the four colour scales. The Wands 
relate to the King Scale, Cups - Queen Scale, Swords - Prince 
Scale, Disks - Princess Scale. The main elemental emblem is the 
colour of the planet and the background is the colour of the 
sign. When both these colours are similar a complementary hue 
generally surrounds them for identification and separation. The 
Royal Arcana are painted separately to the elements but with a 
dual association. More information on the colouring of the cards 
is given in each lecture for each individual card.

The pack of 56 cards - i.e. the full four suits without the 
22 Trumps - expressed Kabbal i st i cal 1 y represents the mysterious 
working and operating of the n in - throughout the Ten 
Sephiroth, and in the four Worlds of Atziluth, Briah, Yetzirah, 
and Assiah. 
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The four Court Cards of each suit represent the Elements 
counter-charged with each other. Thuss- 
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The Atziluth of each World will include only the Ace, Briah 
the 2nd and 3rd, Assiah the 10 and Yetzirah the remaining 
numbers, 4-9 inclusive, and both properly belong to Briah, but 
the upper most point o*f the Yod touches At 2 iluth, wherefore it is 
referred thereto. 

In the natural order of the Paths on the Tree, it is to be 
observed that the character of the respective Trumps allotted 
thereto, balance each other s e.g. Death and the Devil, the 
Magician and the Fool, the High Priestess and the Empress. 

The three reciprocal horizontal paths are occupied 
respectively by the Empress ¥ s Fortitude s and the Tower 

Cf* i the first being, as it were, the expression of that 
Beauty which results from the Harmony of Wisdom and 
Understanding; the second that Strength which is to be found in 
the Harmony of Mercy and Severity; while the third conveys the 
idea of that Vehement force which is the Harmony of Victory and 
Splendour. Fortitude oQ is also placed, as i t were, between 
the two fives of the Sephirotic Universe. 



FRONTPIECE OF THE TAROT

The front piece ppp» fl . *4.e consists of the Crux Ansat* which 
is a form of the Rosy Cross. One arm is scarlet, with the symbols 
of Leo and the Wand in emerald green. Another is blue with the 
sign of Scorpio and the Cup in orange. A third is Yellow, with 
Aquarius and Dagger in violet. The last is the four colours of 
flalkuth. The background is black with the writing and Pentagrams 
in white. The Greek letters in the White Ring stand for the Angel 
HUA who presides over the operations of the Tarot and shows that 
all invocations come through Kether and above. The woros around 
the Ankh are L.I.F.E., R.I.O.S (Greek for Life) and V.I.T.A 
(Latin for Life) and T.A.P.G (meaning Tarot).

ACE OF WANDS 

"Root of the Power* of Fire M 

A white radiating angelic hand, issuing from the clouds, and 

grasping a branch with three forks, in the colour and with the 

• 

migils of the scales. The right and left hand branches end 
respectively in three flames and the centre one in four flames, 
thus yielding 10 - the number of the Sephiroth. 22 leaping 
flames or Yods surround it, answering to the paths; of these, 
three fall below the right branch for Aleph, Mem and Shin; seven 
above the central branch for the double letters, and between that 
and it on the right are 12, 6 above, and six below, about the 

left hand branch. 

In its entire concept, the branch is also the secret of fire 
that Prometheus stole from Zeus to benefit and protect mankind. 
The play 'Prometheus unbound' by Aeschylus has the following 
lines which typlifies the general meaning of this card. 

•'For I am he who sought the stolen fount of fire, stored in 
a stalk, which proved to be the teacher of all kind of craft 
to mortals and their great resource." 

The Golden Chain of Homer (an alchemical manuscript) states: 


"Thus God created first this invisible fire and endowed it 
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with an unerring Instinct and a Capacity to manifest itself 
into three principles'*. 

The main branch of the Ace of Wands has three flaming forks, this 
also alludes to the Holy Trinity. 

The first principles 

"In its Original most Universal State it is perfectly invi- 
sible, immaterial, cold and occupies no space, in this 
tranquil state it is of no use to us, yet in this unmoved 
state it is omnipresent." 

The right hand branch. 

The second principle: 

"In its second state it is manifested by Motion or Agitation 
into Light. In this state it was separated out of the 
Chaos, when God said ’Let there be Light.’ Yet it is still 
cold. When gently moved or agitated it manifests warmth and 
Heat, as is the case in all Frictions and in Fermentation of 
Moist Things." 

The left hand branch. 

The third principle: 

"When collected in a sufficient quantity and Violently 
agitated it is manifested into burning fire. this continues 
burning as long as it is agitated and has a fit subject to 
act uponj when that fails, it returns to its first stage of 
tranqui 1 Uni versal i ty . " 
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Middle branch. From this you can see the Universal Spirit in its 
three powers. 

The sigils of the scales (taken from the Rose Cross) shown 
on the branches are explained as follows: On the right hand 
branch governs MLK. MLK - 570 which is "to reign", or "the 
King"; on the left hand branch governs ASh. ASh ■ 301 which is 
"Firm, smouldering wrath"j on the middle branch governs MQL. 
MQL ■ 170 which is "light, rod or stick"; hence: the Wand, the 
potential of the main branch, the third principle as shown above. 
What is being said is that "the King reigns with discernment 
directing his will power through the Wand" — the Wand being 
representative of the positive masculine forces. 

The branch representeth the raw material of the as yet 
unshaped and unengraved wand of the magician, it giveth a glimpse 
of higher attainment and aspiration just as the magician's wand 
invokes and directs. A tool of Will which eventually becomes 
’Will’; it is fertility unmani f ested, and dares to enter into 
the realm of manifestation through divine will from the realm of 
creation as it can do nothing else but, for that is its nature 
and no power can prevent this for as a branch, it is cut from the 
tree of life. This branch links the two worlds, a transmitter 
from each to the other as the £ n Soph Aur is for Kether of one 
world and Malkuth of another and it is this realm of nothingness 
that the wielder of the Ace of Wan<js traverses. It is likened to 
the legend of the Golden Bough, for due to the Golden Bough % a 
Trojan prince called Aeneas was able to survive when passing 
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through the underworld. 

Primary Red and its complementary, Vivid Green, are the main 
colours used in the Ace of Wands. This red is the fire element 
of which this Ace represents, the element in its pure essence, 
its raw energy. The Ace is the incorporeal form of its element 
shown here by the vivid green which is the elemental womb of 
fire, the gestation place of this element. The branch is col- 
oured primary red, otherwise known as vivid red, representing the 
Secret Fire. The colour then graduates into a more flame red as 
it moves out on the three forks towards the flames, which portray 
a flame red (orange red) on their very tips. The 22 Yods are of 
the primary red. The backdrop of this card is of the green which 
emerges from the clouds in its depth of pigmentation which then 
graduate into a translucent green (of the same colour) to the top 
of the card analogous to heat rising in a desert. The whole 
impression of heat should emanate from the card if coloured in 
this manner. Just looking at it should give the auto-suggestion 
of the feeling of being exposed to tremendous amounts of heat, 
but without burning, which is called celestial heat. On each of 
the three branches is a disk shaped layman coloured the white of 
Kether, the sigil in each layman is coloured red. The hand 
protruding from the clouds is white alluding to the brilliance of 
Kether and exhibits the qualities of manifestation. The clouds 
are brilliant white representing the place of manifestion. The 
red reflects off the clouds and hands as if there is a reflection 


from the eternal fire of creation. 
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The primary red portray* the seed of Universal energy - pure 
force - blind force - the Yod of Yods being spontaneous in nature 

it must give birth and giving birth is what it does to the cyclic

chain of nature. It is a generative and life giving power hence 
the use of the word energy as shown above which relates to heat, 
friction and fire. As each branch becomes a flame it manifests 
as fire in its pure form - spiritual power. 


Alchemically red is positive energy and masculine force, and 
the green is life, the nourishment of life. Together they illus- 
trate the nature of creation. They are the all transmuting 
elixir. The ace of wands shows transmutation, the second stage 
being the Two of Wands. 

The vivid green shows immortality - green is growth and 
activated in the fire element is growth of the Holy Spirit. This 
Spirit becomes in the Ace of Wands a reflection of Ketherj the 
Spirit manifesting in its material form first through creative 


energy 
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DIVINATORY MEANINGS 

ON MATTERS OF the Physical Body; Selfhood; Self Projection; new 
ideas; new beginnings; reactions to outside stimuli; the life 
force; first encounters! 

In these circumstances the Ace of Wands represents potential 
creation and the inevitable submerging of latent qualities. It 
denotes a new birth of a child or project. It shows a person of 
divine purpose although unconscious of the fact; the action is 
spontaneousp and is a pure force, but this pure force has as yet 
no controlling principle; its sole purpose is but to manifest. A 
stabilizing factor must be introduced so that it does not become 
a blind force. It can portray a person dominant and overbearing 
in character, or a person with that "charisma", "ever burning 
life force". When representing matters of health the Ace shows 
high and intermittent fevers brought on by psychological inter- 
ferences, or the general act of "over expending". But in general 
it is boundless energy and all things of concern to an individual 
can be penetrated to their root. Most of all, with the turn of 
this card, one speaks from the soul. “Divine Purpose". 

ON MATTERS OF possessions and personal attitude towards such; 
personal estate and resources both physical and material; 
principles and feelings; management and projection; commerce, 
personal, commercial, governmental and national financial affairs 
directly relating to the self: 
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The Key word actioned by the Ace o f Wands under the above 
matters is obscurity. Little value is placed on material posses- 
sions -for great value is placed on the spiritual and mental 
resources of the self. Concerning material dealings in the above 
matters, absolute honesty, integrity and although unusual with 
the latter - subtlety. In whatever role one plays lies little 
games although the actor believes in the purity and ' intent' as 
well as 'content' of his/her act. Concerning business affairs 
the Ace of Wands is favourable for commencement providing the 
cards turned up on either side are favourable, for where there is 
the potential there must be an instigator and a director of the 
force. On the negative side the Ace shows wrath, outbursts, 
excessive loss due to impulsiveness. •‘Obscurity 11 . 

ON MATTERS OF short journeys; communicati ons; relationships; 
brothers, sisters, neighbours; humour; identity; early education; 
books; correspondence; enlarging ones field of activityi 

Intense motion is the key word for the above matters. The 
Ace of Wands gives motivation for undertakings; plans get under- 
way and on the drawing board, but as yet unf ormul ated. Energy 
and desire compels action, so we see stirrings of undertakings 
such as journeys, the writing of neglected correspondence or the 
Ace will forewarn receipt of letters or communication in some 
other form. A member of the family may travel • to' or 'from' 
unexpectedly or announce a new goal or project. The Ace also 
shows the desire for one to find oneself. It advises by its 
presence that this can be worked towards through reading (inspir— 
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ational philosophical or esoteric literature). It must be remem- 
bered that the Ace only shows the first stirrings, the seed of an 
idea and the energy (impetus) to inspire it. When enquiring on 
concerns that are already underway the Ace then depicts the a 
driving force behind activities. Its action is generally favour — 
able but if there are problems it will advise that fuel is being 
added to the fire. " Intense Motion**. 

ON MATTERS OF the end of one stage and the commencement of 
another; the home and private life; buildings; land; parents; 
security; emotions; significant shifts in lifes directions; con- 
cerning the soul; the occult in its practical terms; divination* 

The Key words for the Ace of wands on the above are "After 
Completion". It shows strong emphasis that one cycle is ended 
and another preparing to commence. The Ace shows what concerns 
the querent in the unconscious, what drives this is the fact that 
the querent is shown that he or the subject of his question will 
be propelled into another cycle before conscious realisation 
comes to pass. It shows that the results of a cycle are com- 
pleted, no more can be achieved, so much so that it has returned 
to its source. In this position it can show the passing over of 
a soul from this world to the next. This may not necessarily be 
a death but an initiation, or ones transforming from Kether of 
one world to Malkuth of another. On material matters there is 
restlessness and as yet undecided plans. Parents appear to be 
omnipresent in the persons psychological make up - possible psyc- 
hosis. Security can only be found deep within oneself and with 
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the knowledge that all beginnings must end and all endings are 
beginnings. Emotions can be violent when one is out of touch 
with ones soul. "After Completion'’. 

ON MATTERS OF love given; creativity of selfhood; the creative 
will; children; entertainment; recreation; speculation; sports; 
the arts; gambling; fulfilling potentiality: 

This is a most powerful position for the Ace of Wands. Its 
effects are far reaching, lasting much longer than in any other 
position. It represents universal creativity, procreation. 
Although representing pure speculation, there are results there- 
from, once the cycle commences. On matters of love given the Ace 
shows purity and is of more of a universal level rather than for 
selfish reasons. External expression shines brilliance but 
excessiveness can quickly overcome the brilliance. If cards 
depicting a masculine sign turn up with the Ace, or in the 11th 
house, boys are generally referred to - birth of a boy child — 
but on the most part the Ace refers to conception rather than 
actual birth in this position. Fertility is the emphasis. 
Entertainment and recreation are of no consequence with this Ace 
for its prime concern is creativity; its force is catabolic. For 
actual creative arts this card is fortunate -\nd shows superior 
talent. The key word of this position is "Procreation". 

ON MATTERS OF sickness (generally due to work problems); 
employments employees; rel at i onshi ps within the work environment; 
conflicts; service; ones sense of service; the acquiring of 
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skills; psychology: 

The Ace of Wands tends to be a malefic under these matters 
unless favourable cards turn up with it depicting otherwise. The 
pure root force of the Ace cannot handle day to day conflicts 
which the modern man is confronted with in the working environ- 
ment. Such living has taken man too far away from the spiritual 
source. So the Ace shows a reaction to this way of life, which 
manifests in sickness: rashes, fevers, influenza, headaches, bad 
tempers, viruses, neuralgia and nervous or stress conditions. 
The inner psyche revolts surfacing as one or more of the many 
modern day ailments. The life force becomes blocked and run 
down. The Ace shows the life force fighting back, content 
through its creativity. It also portrays an over emphasis of 
loyalty in ones sense of service. This can cause some people to 
work to exhaustion. Relationships can become heated but 
shortlived with many an angry word said. If the central essence 
of the Ace of Wands can be reached within the individual while 
subject to these conditions then great strength and understanding 
is achieved - not forgetting the abovement i oned problems over- 
come. This is the lesson taught and the goal to which one must 
strive. On a personal note a burning desire far self improvement 
is evident. The Key words for this position are "To Surmount". 

ON MATTERS OF marriage and divorce; contracts; the other party; 
competitors, adversaries, and known enemies; partner shi ps ; public 
relationships; social interaction; the law of compensation; what 
is lacking; the workings of karma: 
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The Ace of Wands shows something where there was nothing - 
hope. It lends life to relationships, fire to life and rekindles 
the embers of rel ati onshi ps. Therefore in questions of marriage 
and personal affairs this card is favourable. On questions of 
termination of associations it again says ’yes’, for remember the 
Ace of Wands is a blind force and where there is fire more wood 
will be added and the flames will leap higher. This is the 
precedent for matters concerning contracts and partner shi ps, 
public activity etc. Others react with zeal and known enemies 
act with vehemence, often blindly, but the Ace of Wands turned up 
shows a secret weapon - truth. Karmically you couldn't have had 
it better ; it shows devotion and the will to face truth and to 

reach for the knowledge of the Universal Spirit. You cannot 

compensate when this Ace appears. On the other hand the Ace can 

show you what is lacking if the latter is not an actuality in 

your life. This is what must be realised. The key word for the 
Ace of Wands in this position is "Devotion*. 

ON MATTERS OF death and rebirth; accidents; effects of others; 
crime and retribution; legacies; wills; others estates and 
finances; joint resources; moods; sex; spiritualism; rejuvena- 
tion; mysticism; transf ormat i on ; psychotherapy! 

The creative powers of the Ace of Wands can be almost 
drowned out in this position. If this can be avoided then we 
have creativity rebirthing through others. Birth is the main 
essence given from this card whereas this position shows rebirth. 
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Ar» they not one and the same! More importantly the Ace shows 
that a seed has been planted, but this is the period of gesta- 
tion. Again, as shown in the above matters, we come across a 
situation where material concerns must be dealt with. # The “blind 
force" provides initial impetus but to have any other influence 
the Ace must concede defeat. It is good with good and bad with 
bad - if the wheel is in motion it will continue, if not it will 
start. It does not concern itself with spiritualism and mysti- 
cism as they are but diversions from the source and truth. Tran- 
sformation is its potential and transform it will. The key word 
for this position is "Transformation". 

ON MATTERS OF religion; metaphysics; philosophy; higher study and 
education; legal systems; morals; institutions of learning; long 
distance travel; exploration; public communications; the 
collective mind: 

What more disrupting is truth in its purest form, can there 
be in a world of erroneous enigma of surds through institution- 
alized culture of religion, metaphyscis, politics and philosophy. 
The Ace of Wands is a mystery to the child of earth and as such a 
path to walk, any one of the many paths given by this position. 
It reflects aspiration, spiritual power and influence. 
Favourable in matters of religion, philosophy and all forms of 
spiritual teaching. It exhibits the purist with high morals. In 
questioning travel, the answer is yes, but as yet in the planning 
stage, or the intitial movement in such an undertaking. Travel 
will be in haste therefore the fastest means will be chosen.

■Master of human destinies am I. • .knocking once at every 
gate" saith the Ace of Wands "I giveth you opportunity ye tal- 
ented sloth, get up and take your bow as ye hath not yet begun". 
The penultimate of achievement is shown by the position of this 
Ace. Do you lie down to die once your goal is attained - no! 
New goals are set, ambitions realised- This position is favour- 
able for public honour and for advancements or honour in profes- 
sion, for initiation of events in government. The energy is new 
and must be guided as a parent guides the energies of a growing 
child, so must a head of an organisation guide the wheels of 
commerce within his industry. Your downfall is not to take 
action, ~or action is shown by the Ace, and this action first be 
direct if not somewhat ruthless. But look deeper and you will 
see the secret is in the timing. There is a time for mercy, a 
time for severity and a time to walk the middle path. The master 
of this path is he who commands all action from the middle keep- 
ing a true and clear perception of the law of cause and effect.

Spiritual aspirations come to the fore when the Ace of Wands 
appears. It is the birth of gatherings, groups, organisations 
and the sitting of parliament. Beginnings are deemed fortunate 
by the Ace, and if querying outcomes, they too are fortunate if 
surrounding cards reinforce this.

A white radiating angelic hand, issuing from the clouds, and 
grasping two crossed wands, flames issue from the point of junc- 
tion. On two small wands above and below are the zodiac symbols, 
with flames of five Issuing therefrom. 

This shows man grasping two batons which are held firmly in 
a single grip, showing application of the energy held in the Ace 
of Wands. The concept of both power and application but under 
control of the power holding them. From the unity of the Ace of 
Wands the two wands represent the split of power thereby creating 
duality; the higher and the lower, the positive and the negative. 

This split nature in relation to the fire element represen- 
ted light and dark. This is shown by the X given by the position 
of the 2 of Wands. If you look at the centre point of the X you 
will get two V’s meeting in the middle one descending and one 
ascending, the centre being the concentration of energies. Two 
polarities are formed but as yet undivided. As a point of mani- 
festation it is an archetypal perspective of the powers of the 
opposites meeting at a halfway point, the conscious and uncon- 
scious, the inner and outer. The power of this card therefore 
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meets; it has been described as mastery of technique. A divi- 
sion has been made of the waters of creation of above and below, 
one being the reflection of the other, as it is said in the 
"Emerald Tablet** of Hermes <Tr i smegi stos) s 

"In truth certainly and without doubt, whatever is below is 
like that which is above, and whatever is above is like that 
which is below, to accomplish the miracles of one thing." 

The X is also a symbol of the disciple Andrew and has been 
called 'St Andrew's Cross' representing the Union of the upper 
and lower worlds which fittingly describes the last stage before 
the union of the Ace of Wands. St. Andrew, by the way, repre- 
sented the Astral Self. The X of the wands shows the binding 
factor, a unified force of strength and balance. This shows also 
that Mars rules, bringing about abundant energy, direction and 
1 eadershi p . 

The suit of Wands has been painted in the colours of the 
King Scale. In the 2 of Wands the wands are in the colour of the 
planet (Mars) which is Scarlet (a vivid Red); the backdrop of the 
card is in the colour of the zodiac sign (Aries) which is Blood 
Red. The complementary colour, Yellowish Green, is the colour of 
the issuing flames, outlining and shading. The hand and clouds 
are brilliant White with a reflection of Red around the edges, 
showing spirit manifesting through the fire element. 


The Scarlet shines through the vibration of the Blood Red 
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thereby emanating -from the card a deep Red vibration making it 
purely an Aries of Aries, or as it is, a Mars of Aries vibration. 
This gives a powerfully commanding vibration, one of great drive, 
energy and desire to improve. An initiative force comes from 
these colours. This force is of action, and when unhindered it 
is forever seeking new things, it soars to the highest showing 
the potential for a leader of thought. The colour is martial and 
on a negative side destructive energies predominate with misuse of 
power; a warrior, and a ruthless avenger. These colours show no 
mercy. 


The planet Mars, shown as the symbol of Spirit constrained 
by Matter, is associated to the 2 of Wands in the zodiac sign 
Aries. H Lord of Domini on * is the name of the 2 of Wands but it 
seems more appropriate, when considering its astrological Asso- 
ciation, to call the card "Lord of Action". Nevertheless both 
characteri sties are very predominant. Mars in Aries represents 
abundant energy, and is very strong willed with a capacity for 
direct action. Its qualities are courageousness, initiative and 
inspiring. This position can lead to success but generally it 
refers to the beginning, not the end. The vices of Mars in Aries 
are shown through the application of the energy it provides, just 
as its qualities.

A white radiating angelic hand, as before, issuing from 
clouds and grasping three wands in the centre (2 crossed and a 
third upright) flames issue from the point of junction. 

The three wands are held firmly in a single grip, the maxi- 
mum one hand can hold in this manner and still retain strength 
and balance. The introduction of the third baton in the middle 
of the X shows the central point of increased strength to a 
maximum within the outlet of a single hand which directs this 
force. This central point introduced by the third baton is the 
Sun and this presence represents a tapering factor to the force 
previously applied by Mars and prevents over stimulation. The 
amount of energy and force applied will be enough to suit the 
si tuation. 

The first two wands ar. as they were from the 2 of Wands, 
pointing upwards at an angle, and as an introduced factor the 
third wand points upwards. This is a reflection of the Holy 
Trinity shown in the Ace of Wands. But it is not just a reflec- 
tion, it is power formulated, brought into mani f estat i on from the 
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incorporeal to the corporeal , the 2 of Wands being the interme- 
diary stage. The symbol shown by the three wands is the sextile 
which is a sigil from the Greek Alchemical tradition. The sex- 
tile represents thirty degrees (30, 3+0-3). 30 is very much 
in the unconscious and the energies are universal and spiritual, 
being internal they tap other dimensions. The sextile also 
represents the soul, union of spirit, soul and body. So here we 
have the 3 of Wands, the third stage in the suit of Wands. The 
sextile has six points and this alludes to the six pointed star. 
Where we had in the 2 of Wands one descending force and one 
ascending force meeting in the middle but not yet merging, in the 
3 of Wands the powers merge, a union is formed; the one is 
created through this union of spirit,' soul and body; and as it 
says in the "Emerald Tablet": 

’Just as all things proceed from One alone by meditation on 
One alone, so also they are born from this one thing by 
adaptation. ’ 

One need say no more, for from the 3 of Wands which is a 
manifestation of the Ace and 2 of Wands, there is growth and 
multiplication as three is the formula for creation, the catalyst 
acting as union upon duality. 

In the 3 of Wands the wands are painted the colour of the 
planet in the KinQ Scale which in this case is Maize Yellow. The 
backdrop of the card is Blood Red, the colour of the sign in the 
King Scale. The flames coming from the hand and wands are 
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coloured in the complementary colour to the backdrop. Vivid 
Green. The hand and the clouds radiate White with their shading 
and outlining tinted red, this showing the spirit manifesting 
through the fire element. 

The Maize Yellow vibrating through the Blood Red emanates a 
powerful deep Orange which is a powerfully soothing healing and 
revitalising colour as warming as the Sun. This deep Orange 
represents "Mastery by Wi 1 1 " and it links man with the Universe 
through its direct effect on the spiritual aura. It is the 
source of power of the rulers but also one of love and nobility. 

The Sun in Aries is the planet and zodiac sign attributed to 
this card. This combination is an energy of strength, willpower 
and vitality; it is fortunate for advance in lifes activities, 
the taking of opportunities, positions of prominence and the 
taking on of responsibility. As in Mars in Aries there is energy 
and power, but. the projection of it is not so spontaneous, it is 
more controlled in the Sun in Aries. The Sun is exalted in Aries 
therefore its positive life giving expression will be emphasised. 
It gives the ability to lead, self-confidence and its mode of 
action is independent of external factors. "I Am M would best 
describe the power bestowed by the Sun in Aries. This configura- 
tion promotes foresight which becomes prophecy but with a 
tendency to ideality.

Four white radiating angelic hands (two from each side) 
issuant from clouds, clasped in two pair in the centre with the 
grip of the 1st Order. They hold eight wands crossed (4x4) with 
flames coming from the point of junction. 

Here we have duality — shown by the two lots of hands. 
These seem at this stage to have no central point of equilibrium. 
It has much the same action of a magnetic field, the two units 
linked by an invisible force - hence a link to electricity and 
its principles. This alludes to lightning which symbolizes the 
descent of power, illumination and initiation. The lightning 
flash is shown as the pathway of the descent of power on the Tree 
of Life, the interaction of energy and form. This interaction is 
the base essence of the 8 of Wands, but as there is no central 
point in the 8 of Wands the energy cannot be held as it is in the 
6 of Wands or repeated over and over again as in the 7 of Wands.

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LESSON 62 
ACE OF CUPS 

•'Root of the Powers of Water” 

A white angelic hand, issuing -from the clouds and supporting 
on the palm thereof a cup, resembling that o f Stoll stes. 

From it rise. a fountain of clear glistening waters and 
sprays falling on all sides into clear calm water below, in which 
grow Lotuses and Water Lilies. The great letter of the Supernal 
Mother is traced in the spray of the fountain. There is a strong 
influence from Binah and the Great Mother which is associated to 
cups. 


Here we have the "Fountain of Life” with the four rivers of 
paradise about to issue forth. It is the Azoth - the perfect 
spirit or essence of all things called the Lapis Exilis. The Ace 
of Cups represents the "Second Stage". In his "Coelum Terrae” 
Thomas Vaughan explains the Second Stages 

".... For in fa *irst preparation the Chaos is blood red, 
because the Central Sulphur is stirred up and discovered by the 
Philosophical Fire. In the second it is exceedingly white and 
transparent like the heavens. It is in truth somewhat like 
common quicksilver, but of a celestial transcendent brightness, 
for there is nothing upon earth like it.” - The Fountain of Life 
as described above - "This fine substance is the child of the 
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elements and it is a most pure sweet virgin, for nothing yet hath

been generated out of her. But if at any time she breeds it is 
by the fire of Nature, for that is her husband. She is no 
animal, no vegetable, no mineral, neither is she extracted out of 
them all, for she is the mother of them." - shown by the letter 
Heh within the fountain of water. He goes on to says '•....She 
yields to nothing but love for her end is generation and that was 
never yet performed by violence.'* (giving her nature) He also 
describes her favours as the Virgin's Milk, the giving of blood 
from her heart and presenting the secret crystal. 

Vaughan describes her appearance ast 

"In the shape or figure she resembles a stone and yet is no 
stone, for they call her the White Gum and Water of the Sea, 
Water of Life, Most Pure and Blessed Water;...'* - the clear calm 
waters of the fountain from the cup flow into the sea — '*..•• 
They call her also their twofold Mercury and Azoth, begotten by 
the influences of two globes, celestial and terrestrial. 
Moreover, they affirm her to be of that nature that no fire can 
destroy her, which of all other descriptions is most true, for 
she is fire herself, having in her a portion of the Universal 
Fire of Nature and a secret Celestial Spirit, which Spirit is 
animated and quickened by God Himself, ..." 

Thus the Ace of Cups represents the Universal Magnet, the 
cup being the ultimate goal of man to return to his pure state 
and to attain the knowledge by finding the 'Grail* or 'Fountain 
of Life'. The relationship of the cup in the Ace of Cups to the 
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Holy Grail is quite significant. Amongst the many myths and 
legends of the Grail the overall concensus is attainment M and 
"earthly perfection", symbolising Divine Life, Wisdom and Love 
(Understanding). It alludes to the release of ones higher 
powers. With such glory is the drama and suffering, successes 
and failures of the journey of the Soul to such an attainment. 
It is the eternal search of mankind, for example the Knights of 
King Arthur in search of the Grail. The Grail is represented by 
the cauldron, the cup and the chalice - any bowl like object that 
can contain some form of nourishment (or poison) but more impor- 
tantly a receptacle of spiritual forces. 

The shape of the cup is broken up into three forms. The 
crescent, circle and triangles

The three Lotuses ar.c the four Lotus Pods bring forth the 

number 7 ( 3+4-7 > . 7 is the holiest of numbers, and also stands 

for desire and change. 7 is the value of DQ which is 9 to 

multiply'. The Lotuses are the immortal spiritual nature of 

mankind. The flowering Lotuses resting on the waters signify 
perfection and the unfolding of the spirit while the seed pods 
are of creation, and are referred to as the ’•mover on the 
waters" — from them bursts life. 

The Ace of Cups is coloured in the colours of the element of 
Water. Primary (Vivid) Blue, its complementary Chrome Orange 
(Vivid) and Silvery Glistening White are the main colours 
emanating from the Ace fo C opS. The backdrop of the card has 
been coloured Chrome Grange. Where this colour meets the water 
it is in depth of colour, and as it moves to the top of the card 
it becomes translucent.

Out of the 
Clouds of Manifestation is held the Blue Cup within the womb,

which flows into the Silver Blue Maters of Creation. The Blue 
letter Heh at the top of the fountain shows the descent of Spirit 
into the waters - the Abyss of Creation. The Lotuses and , Lotus 
Pods are Chrome Orange shaded Blue. These show that the waters 
are fertile. The clouds and hand are Brilliant White alluding to 
the reflection of Kether and around the edges is a shading of 
blue reflecting eternity. 

The colours of this card should exude a softness, and the 
overall vibration coming from the Ace of Cups coloured as 
described above should be very soothing, installing the feeling 
of Love and Happiness. 

The Ace of Cups is the "Root of the Powers of Water”. As an 
element Mater symbolises the nourishing factor of life, the 
sustainer.

A white radiant hand, issuant "from the lower part of the 
card -from a clsud, holds lotuses. A lotus -flower rises above the 
water, which occupies the lower part o-f the card rising above the 
hand. From this -flower rises a stem, terminating near the top o-f 
the card in another lotus, from which flows sparkling white water 
as if from a fountain. Crossed on the stem just beneath are two 
dolphins. Argent and Or, on to which the water falls, and from 
which it pours in full streams, like jets of gold and silver, 
into two cups; which in their turn overflow, flooding the lower 
part of the card. 

The lotuses are a symbol of the Divine Source, showing 

• 

potentiality, renewal and immortality. It is the emblem of 
Aphrodite/Venus associated to love and in it are the two facets 
of the Sun ar-.d Moon or fire and water in matter. The two 
lotuses, one above the other, show the upper and lower worlds 
which are connected by the stem of nourishment, which bringeth 
and giveth life. This life is drawn from the deep running life 
giving Celestial waters up through the stem of the lotus plant 
and poureth forth from the upper world only to cascade in two 
directions (giving dual natures to the central stem).

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splashing off Argent and Or the water is caught by the two 
chalices on the right and left hand side (positive and negative) 
of the central stem and lotuses, filling the chalices to over- 
flowing giving life to the lower world,

Dividing the upper and lower worlds are the two dolphins 
which lie near the top of the c sl-r.n (which is the stem). The 
column and a dolphin (two in this case giving duality in nature) 
are ascribed to Ceres, by the ancients, who was an emblem of the 
sea - the dolphin being an emblem of love. The purity of the 
water has now been placed into polarity. The dolphins have 
generated from the heart of the upper lotus and the energy flow 
is similar to the Kundaline energy in man that becomes a living 
tree of perfect equilibrium. Dolphins represent the power of the 
waters, the soul’s journey, truth, reality and wisdom. As a 
duality they are spiritual monads, the ego of humanity. They are 
the axis mundi of the Supernal s. 

The 2 of Cups is coloured in the Queen Scale. The cups are 
of the Planet, Sky Blue (light Blue), The backdrop is in the 
colour of the Sign, Oxide Red. The stem and leaves of the 
lotuses are of the complementary colour to the backdrop, Deep 
Green (Olive), The lotuses are the complementary to the Sky 
Blue: Gold. The front dolphin which faces the left is painted 
Silver and the back dolphin facing the right is painted Golden. 
The water cascading out of the top lotus is brilliant white until 
it splashes off the dolphins* heads where the righthand waterfall 
becomes glistening Gold and the lefthand waterfall becomes 
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sparkling Silver. These waterfalls pour into the Sky Blue cups 
then overflow into a White sea which then ripples a Blue, Silver 
and Gold. The hand holding the lotus stems is Brilliant White 
with reflections of Blue showing spirit manifesting through the 
water element. 

The Gold and Silver allude to the Sun and Moon (mascu!:~» 
and feminine, the Pillars of Mercy and Severity), which at first 
cascade out of the top lotus as Kether (Spirit in its purity) 
before being tainted with the first essences of manifestation.

A white radiating hand, as before holds a group of lotuses 
or water lilies, from which two flowers rise from either side of, 
and overhanging the top cup, pouring into it the white water. 
Flowers in the same way pour white water into the lower cups. 
All the cups overflow. The topmost into the two others, and 
these upon the lower part of the card. The cups are arranged in 
the equilateral triangle. 

This is a continuation of the previous card where the white 
water (pure quintessence) has had its polarity separated and an 
additional stem has grown to handle a third substance which mixes 
with the masculine and feminine aspects of the quintessence. 
This substance gives nourishment to the other two cups. The 
nourishment of the sea in the previous card, the masculine and 
feminine aspects have been remixed into an androgynous substance 
in the top cup (Spirit Mercury) • This remixes by spilling over 
into the other two cups.

From the mud of the concealed sea the lotus roots draw forth 
nourishment which travel up the stems to the lotus flowers that 
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pour forth the water of life into the cups* The water overflows 
from the cups cascading back into the sea where it is prepared to 
recommence its cycle. This is the “Lord of Abundance", contin- 
uous nourishment and regenerati on. The stems of the lotus plant 
form the shape of the one organ that science has not yet 
fathomed, the heart, which fittingly describes the function of 
the lotus plant in this card.

4 OF CUPS 

"Lord of Blended Pleasure" 
20 to 30 degrees Cancer 



Four cups, the upper two flowing into the lower two which do 
not overflow. An angelic hand grasps a branch of lotus which 
ascends a stem bearing one flower at the top of the card from 
which the white water flows into the two upper cups. From the 
centre two leaves pass right and left, making as it were a cross 
between four cups. 

The huge stem has grown from the waters of previous the card 
falling into the sea, they have mixed their purity to produce a 
powerful lotus that outshines the rest. The lotus stem and 
leaves not only form the cross of the four elements (in balanced 
disposition) but a triangle. The cups form a square - the 
triangle is giving birth to the square. This also shows the 
first step into the world of Briah or formation, the blueprint is 
formed in perfection and balance. 

To explain this further the cross is a symbol of perfection 
of the manifesting force. This force is masculine and feminine, 
shown by the vertical (el ectrical /phal 1 ic> and horizontal (deep 
and productive connotations) which is shown further by the cross 
penetrating through the upward pointing triangle (heat) and 
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giving -forth the Sperma Aqua Fortis from the mouth of the lotus. 
The triangle is the trinity from which the 3 giveth balance 
forming the diety. The three points are the positive and nega- 
tive forces and the neuter. The latter is the balancing force 
and is situated at the apex of the triangle where the egg is 
f ertilixed. 

The corrosi veness of the Aqua Fortis is depicted by the 
cross in which it travels, and the Fierce Fire in which the Aqua 
fortis is distilled is represented by the upward triangle. The 
Aqua Fortis carefully mixed, giveth colour to matter, and it 
pours into the four cups which form the square — the hermetic 
tetrad, the 4 fold man, whose nature is salt. This water pours 
into the top two cups which overflow into the two bottom cups. 
The two bottom cups fill but do not overflow to return the waters 
to the great sea. This shows that separation has begun. 

The 4 of Cups represents the perfecting of matter. Its name 
is "Lord of Blended Pleasure" which is quite apt when considering 
the blending of the masculine and feminine principles, but do not 
overlook the meaning behind the word "blended", for Aqua Fortis 
must be increased with care of ingredients to be of any value, 
and it colours nothing permanently without cohibition. 

The 4 of Cups is coloured in the Queen Scale. The backdrop 
is the colour of the Sign, Oxide Red, and the cups are the colour 
of the Planet, Silver White. The lotus flower is the complemen- 
tary colour to the cups, Gold White, and the lotus stem and 
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leave* are the complementary to the backdrop. Deep Green. The 
hands and clouds are Brilliant White showing the presence of 
spirit. The water is coloured White representing its purity. 

White tinted Silver and Gold shows the beginning of purity 
being transformed into power. The White water (pure essence) is 
drawn up from the deep waters beneath the mists through the Green 
steams of the lotus representing growth, then it pours from the 
Gold White lotus, which is the action of Spirit through Wisdom, 
to the Silver white Cups showing the workings of spiritual law 
onto the higher mind. The Oxide Red in this card represents 
hopeless resistence to the omnipresence of spirit described above 
and acts as the Gateway of Life. 

Overall, the colours of the 4 of Cups generate religious and 
spiritual values which seek to cultivate peace and spiritual 
awareness in an environment of growth and healing. They can open 
up the psychic to new realms and spur the imagination. 

The planet and sign associated to the 4 of Cups is Moon in 
Cancer. The full Moon in Cancer gives forth the magic power of 
Love.

"Lord of Loss in Pleasure" 

0 to 10 degrees Scorpio 

Cfm rrv 

A white radiating angelic hand, holding lotuses or water 
lilies of which the flowers are falling right and left. Leaves 
only, no buds surmount them. These lotus stems ascend between 
the cups in the manner of a fountain, but no water flows there- 
from; neither is there water in any of the cups, which are some- 
what of the shape of the water cup of the ZAM. 

The picture here is one of exhaustion or over indulgence, 
one has partaken so much of a good thing that it has been 
exhausted - hence no water comes from the centre of the lotuses. 
The lack of water show that the lotuses have grown but not 
pollenated, which gives rise to superficial growth, and the sea 
from which they grow has not been nourished so that any growth in 
it to which the roots of the lotus reach is doomed to be barren 
and infertile due to all the nutrients of the sea being utilised 
in the previous card. 

The five cups form the symbol of the North - the Apexes of 
two triangles meeting in the centre. Esoterically the North 
represents darkness, coldness and the barren, but this symbol 
gives forth concentrated energy to the central point, which is 
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necessary to sustain what life that is left. This concentration 
draws inward giving the appearance of a central pillar which must 
eventually generate enough heat for growth, but not here as this 
card alludes to the winter months of dormancy. This time of 
assumed stillness is necessary for a chemical change to take 
place during putrefaction. 

Paracelsus says: '•Place it H (Mercury) "in the Philosophic 
Egg, and seal it closely so that nothing may evaporate. Stand it 
in Athanor until, without any addition, it begins of itself to be 
resolved from above, so that it, looks like an island in the midst 
of that sea, gradually decreasing every day, and at last being 
changed into the resemblance of blackening. This black substance 
is the bird which flies by night without wings, which the first 
dew from heaven, with its constant influence, its ascent and 
descent, has changed into the blackness of a crow’s head." 

This is where all have turned sour in nature, but as yet too 
active to stagnate, as there is an element of disturbance from 
the fifth cup, the central cup. Nevertheless putrefaction is 
taking place changing the nature of all matter, therefore what is 
lost cannot be recovered. The empty cups show unfulfilment of 
emotions and desires, and represent what has not yet been 
attained. This lack of fulfilment encourages a state of con- 
tinual trying. The Spirit is constantly pushing to get through 
and be expressed in Matter. This pushing is endless hence the 
image of exhaustion in the 3 of Cups. 
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The 3 of Cups is the 1st stage of Sublimation. Putrefaction 
takes place in seven ways, and one of the seven is Sublimation, 
as Spirit, and can be described as "to make the body spiritual". 

The 5 of Cups is coloured in the Queen Scale. The backdrop 

. * 

is the colour of the Sign, Jasper Red (Soft Orangy Red Brown), 
and the cups are the colour of the Planet, Poppy Red (Soft Orange 
Red). The lotus stems and leaves are the complementary to the 
backdrop, Paris green. The lotus flowers are the complementary 
to the cups. Brilliant Green. The edges of the cups give off a 
green aura to identify the cups against the backdrop. The hand 
and clouds are Brilliant White. 

With the colours of the fire element expressed through the 
water element comes very intense emotion with strong desires.

An angelic hand, as before, holds a group of stems of water 
lilies or lotuses from six flowers bent, one over each cup. From 
these flowers a white gl i steni ng. water flows into the cups as 
from a fountain, but they are not yet full. 

The dead lotuses of the previous card have fallen back into 
the water nourishing it as it forms a type of compost. The dead 
sea has been given a new lease of life. The harshness of the 
previous card now softens with the added polarities derived from 
the growth of the central lotus of the 5 of Cups to two full 
lotuses of this card, giving a balancing up of opposite forces. 

The six lotus flowers show the regeneration of the solar 
influence of Tiphareth, the 6th Kabbalistic Sephiroth of balance, 
renewed after the harshness of Geburah. The flow of water from 
the lotuses is still not strong as the regeneration is at its 
initial stage, enough though to fill each cup - but not to over 
flowing properties. The seed of f erti 1 i sati on has just started 
to manifest. There i s no effort or strain shown by this card as 
the forces harmonize. The overall concept being new hope, new 
life, newfound energy, and one of nurturing, though it is in its

The seven cups are arranged as two descending triangles 
above a point. A hand, as usual, holds lotus stems which arise 
from the central lower cup. The hand is above this cup and below 

the middle one. With the exception of the central lower cup, 

each is over-hung by a lotus flower, but no water falls from 
these into any cups, which are all quite empty. 

The Azoth in the six cups in the previous card has provided 
enough nourishment for an additional flower to grow (by emptying 
back into the sea). Though it is enough for a new pod to grow it 

is not enough for the lotus to replenish its vital essence which 

has been exhausted in the previous card. The additional pod 
shows barren growth. The 7th sphere relates to Venus, love, but 
love on a superficial level or without essence. Relates to sexual 
pleasure gratifying the animal instincts only - as shown by 
growth of the additional lotus pod. 

To truely understand the 7 of Cups we must note the 
separation of the clouds from the bottom of the card and the 
separation of the three lower cups from the other four cups by 
the hand which holds the lotus stem, depicting a separation from 
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the spiritual source which itself does not flow from the great 
sea, as shown by the clouds coming from the side of the card 
forming the nature of clouds rather than mists over the waters, 
and by the open lotuses which giveth forth naught. 

Alchemically this shows a stage where corroded bodies are 
separated to the lower levels (preci pi tati on) , and the liquid 
becomes forced into the upper levels by way of subtle powder, 
where it is made of quality and virtue. The Luna becomes Sol, 
and herein lies the secret of the 7 of Cups - the cups are not 
empty but contain a powder; the liquid has now become powder. 
This represents a crystal i zati on of a matter - an aspect of 
solidification. 

The separation of the 3 from the 4 gives 3+4*7 which alludes 
to the seven planets, and 3x4*12 alludes to the zodiac, and 
further 12*1+2*3 which signify the three greater outer planets. 
So behind this seemingly barren card is our solar system at work 
- quite a potent force. Yet with all this, the 7 of Cups is 
infertile, and represents impotence and menstruation, and with 
the separation of the Spirit, it brings forth the element of 
superficiality. Corrosion is within, because with crystalliza- 
tion the concentration is on the material and not on the 
spiritual. However, you must not underestimate the strength of 
the 7 of Cups. Observe the perfect balance of the right and left 
cups and lotuses, and the solidity of the central stem with its 
added cups and lotus flower. The separation by the hand here is 
shown as being one of necessity. 
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The 7 of Cups is painted in the Queen Scale. The backdrop 
is Jasper Red, the colour of the Sign. The cups are Sky blue, 
the colour of the Planet. The lotus stems are the complementary 
colour to the backdrop, Brilliant Green. The lotus flowers are 
the complementary colour to the cups. Soft Persian Orange (Light 
Orange). The hand and clouds are Brilliant White alluding to the 
ever presence of Kether. 

The heat and catalytic strength derived from the Jasper Red 
is semi neutralized by the cool passive state of the Sky Blue. 
The presence of the Brilliant Green prevents any complete neutra- 
lizing for the green is growth. The Soft Persian Orange gives 
the ever subtle presence of gentle life giving warmth alluding to 

a devotional but passionate vibration. A necessary duality to

prevent extremes in either direction. 

The Planet and Sign for the 7 of Cups is Venus in Scorpio. 
Venus in Scorpio generates strong emotions which invariably 
become directed sexually and selfishly. The intensity of the 
Venus in Scorpio aspect often lacks reason or tact, applying all 
intents very seriously.

A white radiating angelic hand holding a group of stems o-f 
lotuses or water lilies. There are only two -flowers shown, which 
bend over two central cups, pouring into the three lowest, which 
latter are not yet -filled. The three upper most cups are quite 
empty. 

The lotuses and stems of the 7 of Cups have fallen back 
into the sea but only two lotuses have grown to refill eight cups 
of Hod which gives the influence of splendour. The two lotuses 
have only enough essence to fill five cups. The flowers do not 
have the strength to climb higher to fill the upper three cups, 
for if they did, a great deal of their vital nourishment would 
remain in the stem and less cups would be filled. This shows 
success at lower levels only, the higher dictates have been 
neglected or completely overlooked. Success functioning only at 
a lower level cannot last without the blessings of the higher 
powers. It also shows the wisdom of remaining within the bounds 
of ones strength and not over stretching ones capabilities. You 
cannot be what you are not. Therefore the meaning of the Key 
phrase of this card "Lord of Abandoned Success" may not always 
mean abandonment in despair, but a timely abandonment. It also 
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giveth the illusion of abandonment , where something is turned 

• • ♦ 

away from due to foresight of failure. The 0 of Cups is nourish- 
ing within the boundaries it provides, but step out of these 
boundaries and there is starvation. The boundaries of success of 
this card are in fact short lived. The reason for this is 
because there is no spiritual sanction -for the development, 
therefore success will function, but only for a limited period. 

The alchemical stage of the 8 of Cups is the beginning of 
Projection. In “The Labours of Hercules** it says thiss 

'...the great Presiding One revealed unto the Teacher the Will of 
what Must Be. “Lost he is, and found; dead, yet vibrant with 
Life. The server becomes the saviour and homeward turns.” The 
Teacher pondered; then he called for Hercules. "Before the last 
gate now you stand,” the Teacher said. “One labour yet remains 
before the circle is complete, and liberation is attai ned • • • . " 
He paused. “One caution I can give,” he added slowly. “Invoke 
the aid of Hellus".* 

For Projection in Alchemy one must enlist the services of a 
Projecting Medicine. By a sudden egression, this medicine is 
projected over the matter to be transformed. The Projecting 
Medicine is called a Tincture, as shown in the card by the symbol 
of the “T". The top and bottom layer of cups with the connecting 
two cups along the middle stem of the lotus form an “1“ which 
represents the Antimony Vitrum. The upsi dedown half moon shape 
represents Water. Thus we have the tincture added to the water 
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within the vessel made of Antimony Vitrum. This is the nature of 
the 8 of Cups. An additional substance or force must be enlisted 
for a further lotus to grow to the top three cups, otherwise 
efforts would be folly. One must transmute (metamorphose) to 
ascend at this point. , 

Within its boundaries the 8 of Cups is stable. It is not 
abundance t but it nourishes. Contact with the Great Waters has 
been r e-estab 1 i shed , as shown by the clouds at the bottom of the 
card with the hand protruding from the centre, and the two top 
leaves of the lotus plant outstretching to encompass the top 
three cups. The potential powers of the 7 of Cups have been put 
successfully into use through the 8 of Cups where strength is 
gathered within its confines, and the Waters from the Great Sea 
are drawn forth and projected over the powder of the 7 of Cups 
for the metamorphosis that is to take place. 

The 8 of Cups is coloured in the Queen Scale. The cups are 
the colour of the Planet, Chocolate Brown (very dark Violet 
Brown), and the background is coloured in the colour of the Sign, 
Signal Green. The lotus plant and leaves is coloured in the 
complementary colour to the background, Orange Red. The lotus 
flowers are coloured the complementary colour to the cups. Ink 
Blue. The water, clouds and hand are Brilliant White. 

The Signal Green background gives a vibration of adapt- 
ability and change. Within this operates a state of depression 
shown by the Chocolate Brown, for although nourished in areas it 
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does not yet respond to the life given from the sea. The Orange 
Red lotus stems and leaves giveth forth the love of display, 
portraying the splendour of Hod as they draw forth the waters, 
but due to the lack of purity of intention and sanctioning of the

higher powers the lotus flowers are a darkened blue (Ink Blue), 
pouring tinted solution into the cups. These colours emanate an 
Introspective and meditative vibration. There is a strong link 
with the subconscious bringing forth subliminal impressions. 
They invoke brooding and dwelling on the past, but they also 
giveth an intuitive awareness providing forethought to any 
action. 

The Planet and Sign associated to the 8 of Cups is Saturn in 
Pisces.

Eternity is also formed by the 10 cups and lotus plant. This Eye 
is of the self contained, the mystic eye that is the solar door 
to regions celestial. The Eye of Eternity also represents 
enl i ghtenment . 

"Understand also, that, our Stone is from many things and of 
various colours, and composed from four elements, which we ought 
to divide and dissever in pieces, and segregate in the limbs; and 
mortifying the same by its proper nature, which is also in it, to 
preserve the water and fire dwelling therein, which is from the 
four elements and in their waters to contain its water: this, 

however, is not water in its true form, but fire, containing in a 
pure vessel the ascending waters, lest the spirits should fly 
away from the bodies; for, by this means they are made tinging 
and fixed. 0, blessed watery pontic form, that dissolvest the 
elements! Now it behoves us, with this watery soul, in order to 
possess ourselves of the sulphurous Form, to mingle the same with 
our Acetum. For when, by the power of the water, the composition 
is dissolved, it is the key of restoration; then darkness and 
death fly away from them, and Wisdom proceeds." (The Golden 
Treatise of Hermes Tri smegi stus) • 

This showeth the virtue of the Aqua Philosophica which, by 
the Art of Life, distils itself to manifestation. It alludes to 
an inner and outer cleansing, and threefold law of life, 
glory and inner sanctorum doth the 10 of Cups give. 


What 
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The 10 of Cups is painted in the Queen Scale. The backdrop 
is in the colour of the Sign, Signal Green. The cups are in the 
colour of the Planet, Poppy Red. The lotus stems and leaves are

in the complementary colour of the background which is Orange 
Red, and the lotus flowers are the complementary colour to the 
cups. Bluish Green, and giveth off the aura of the Poppy Red 
which di st i ngui sheth them from the background Signal Green. The 
hand and clouds are Brilliant White. 

The emergence of life itself emanates from all corners of 
the card of the above colours. The centre radiates outwards to 
the furtherest regions heralding spirit manifesting into matter. 
The Brilliant White water splashes forth as the elixir of life 
ieaveing nothing untouched. The waters drawn from the Great Sea 
are firstly taken through the Orange Red alluding to power over 
the forces of nature, secondly through the Bluish Green lotus 
flowers alluding to the directing forces, and thirdly into the 
Poppy Red Cups alluding to pure heat and regenerati on. The 10 of 
Cups giveth forth a flood of ecstasy, and at the same time veiled 
by the background of Signal Green are the hidden depths and 
mysteries of life. 

The Planet and Sign associated to the 10 of Cups is Mars in 
Pieces.

Many say that Mars in Pisces 
has its energies dampened and at times drowned and liken it to 
repression. This is not the case, for Pisces settles the 
energies of Mars encouraging those under its influence to think

ACE OF SWORDS 

"Root of the Powers of the Air" 

/ 

A white radiating angelic hand, issuing from the clouda, and 
grasping the hilt of a sword, which supports a white radiant 
celestial crown; from which depend, on the right, the olive 
branch of Peace, and on the left the palm branch of suffering. 
Six Vau's fall from it's point - for it is the invocation sword. 

In the legend of King Arthur, the Lady of the Lake held her 
hand up from the waters holding a magical sword of power. Merlin 
bidded King Arthur to go out onto the mist covered lake to take 
the sword if the Lady allows him. This Arthur did, and the Lady 
of the Lake gave up the sword from the waters, just as vapour 
rises and becomes air. This alludes to the Ace of Swords, as the 
white angelic hand issues not from the clouds, but from the mists 
over the great waters, holding the sword which represents the 
Powers of Airi And thus we see the birth of air from water 
(swords from cups) . 

The Ace of Swords is symbolic of invoked force in contrast 
with natural force - for it is the invocation of the Word. The 
sword is a two edged sword giving it a dual nature: Raised up it 

invokes the divine crown of spiritual brightness, but reversed it 
is the Invocation of demonic forces and becomes an evil symbol. 
It represents therefore, a very great power of good or evil, but 
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a power that is invoked, and it also represents the whirling 
force and strength througn trouble. It is the affirmation of 
justice upholding divine authority, and may become the sword of 
wrath, punishment, affliction, or elimination. 

» 

The body and soul are separated and divided by the Sword as 
the flaming sword separates man from paradise. The Sword is the 
penetrating spirit which acts as purifying fire. This is symbo- 
lised by the tip of the Sword piercing through the centre of the 
Crown dispelling ignorance and invoking the spiritual energy from 
within Kether bringing forth spiritual enlightenment, which gives 
supremacy over mans' lower nature in which the divine expression 
of Truth is manifested. "The Sword of the Spirit, which is the 
Word of God." (EPH. vi . 17. > 

Therefore the Sword represents the higher mind and as an 
instrument it is the vehicle for the Will. 

Vau relates to the airy part of Tetragramaton and the six 
Vaus show the release, through invocation, of mans' higher nature 
in Tiphareth, surging upwards seeking unification with Kether 
which is typified as the Crown. The Ti phareth/Kether link in 
this instance is through the central pillar which is airy in 
nature showing that Tiphareth in fact is the reflection of Kether 
(shown by the five points of the Crown) which bathes directly 
under its brilliance. Once the spirit is released in Tiphareth 
it surges upward seeking unification in Kether, hence the analogy 
of the sword held in an upright position piercing the crown. 
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The Palm on the left of* the Crown has a double meaning of 
divine truth and also suffering. The seven leaves on each side 
of the Palm relate to the Sephirah o-f Geburah, which is the 
■framework -from which the Sword operates* One side shows wrath 
and punishment, while the other side shows the passive nature o-f 
prayer and invocation equating at balance. Together ‘the leaves 
are 14, l+4=s5 (Spirit). On the other side of the Crown the Olive 
Branch relates to peace and love. The twelve leaves relate to a 
complete cycle of evolution to attain higher consciousness. 

The suit o-f Swords represents the element of air with the 
Ace of Swords being the root of the powers of air. Air is an all 
encompassing element and is a part of everything within our 
world. Paracelsus says: M Moreover the air is breath, from 
which all draw their life, This is truly air itself, and puts 
forth the air which nourishes the four elements, and at the same 
time sustains the life of man. Without it none would live. 
Without this no element could advance, no wind could blow, no 
rain or snow could fall, no sun could shine, no summer could 
flourish, no water could flow, no earth could sustain. All this 
force proceeds from the air, and is attracted by the four 
elements. For as the lungs every moment inhale air, so does the 
earth, while the water and fire each do the very same thing." 

In Alchemy the Suit of Swords represents the stage of 
Xanthosis - the yellowing. But, it is also the First Stage, just 
as the son becomes the father and Vau becomes Yod. Mercury, 
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Sulphur and Salt are within the air and this is explained in the 
following by Paracelsus: 

"Now, as to the philosophy of the three prime elements, it 
must be seen how these flourish in the element of air. Mercury, 
Sulphur, and Salt are so prepared as the element of air that they 
constitute the air, and make up that element. Originally the sky 
is nothing but white Sulphur coagulated with the spirit of Salt 
and clarified by Mercury, and the hardness of this element is in 
this pellicle and shell thus formed from it. Then, secondly, 
from the three primal parts it is changed into two - one part 
being air and the other chaos - in the following way. The 
Sulphur resolves itself by the Spirit of Salt in the liquor of 
Mercury, which of itself is a liquid distributed from heaven to 
earth, and is the albumen of the heaven, and the mid space. It 
is clear, a chaos, subtle, and diaphanous. All density, dryness, 
and all its subtle nature, are resolved, nor is it any longer the 
same as it was before. Such is the air. The third remnant of 
the three primals has passed into air, thus: If wood is burnt it 
Passes into smoke. So this passes into air, remains in its air 
to the end of its elements, and becomes Sulphur, Mercury, and 
Salt, which are substantially consumed and turned into air, just 
as the wood which becomes smoke. It is in fact, nothing but the 
smoke of the three primal elements of the air. So, then, nothing 
further arises from the element of air beyond what has been 
mentioned. " 


The Air element plays a 1 arge role in Alchemy in that it 
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livac and works In every stage, but the one stage that is the 
most visible is the stage o-f the White Eagle. In the ’Praxis 
Spagyrica Philosophic’ it says:

"The white eagle is nothing else but the slowly rising 
mer cur y/sul phur (vapor) p at the top of the digestion flask, from 
the calx of gold*'. Look again at the card the Ace of Swords? 
the Crown alludes to the elevated White Eagle and the Sword the 
calx of gold. The Eagle in symbology represents the soaring, or 
rising Spirit. 

The Ace of Swords is coloured in the colours of the element 
of Air. The Sword and six Vaus are painted Yellow Gold. The 
hand and clouds are painted Brilliant White outlined with Yellow 
Gold showing Spirit manifesting through the Air element. The 
Crown is coloured Brilliant White and shows the rulership over 
the intellect. Here we have the Yellow Gold of the Sword showing 
Tiphareth thrusting up through the Brilliant White Crown of 
Kether, spraying six Yellow Gold Vaus out of the top showing the 
glorification of Tiphareth in Kether. The backdrop of the card 
is coloured the complementary colour to the Sword, which is a 
clear Vivid Violet. This Vivid Violet is painted in rays of 
depth and translucency giving the card the feeling of being in 
space, with rays of the backdrop colour appearing to be coming 
out or pouring into the Crown. The Palm and Olive branches are 
painted in the colour of Breen which is a combination of the 
Vivid Violet and the Yellow Gold, relating to the binding factor 
from which the Sword operates.

Two crossed swords* like the air dagger of the ZAM, each 
held by a white radiant angelic hand. Upon the point where the 
two swords cross is a rose o-f five petals, emitting white rays. 

The white rose at the junction of the swords shows that the 
very heart of spirituality has been pierced by the sword. The 
five petals show that this action is in each of the five elements 
- with possible different results. In material things such as 
the body it could refer to an operation, or a wound, to save ones 
life.

Three white radiating angelic hands, issuing -from clouds, 
and holding three swords upright (as though the central sword had 
struck away the two others, which were crossed in the preceding 
symbol). The central sword cuts asunder the rose of -five petals, 
which in the previous symbol grew at the junction of the swords, 
it's petals are -falling, and no white ray issues -from it. 

Here too much -force has been applied recklessly and the 
gentle penetration has been shattered as the object one is trying 
to save (the rose) is broken apart by the upward thrusting o-f the 
three swords. The three upright swords allude to three -faces: 
the left and right swords show the gateways to the face of crea- 
tion and the face of restoration, but the middle sword which 
pierces the rose shows the face of the 3 of Swords which is one 
of destruction. Nevertheless the 3 of Swords is not destruction 
in totality, but is more a disruption and a scattering as the 
rose petals are scattered. 

Alchemi cal ly, the White Eagle has descended (the falling 
petals of the shattered rose) into the great waters (shown by the 
clouds now formed at the bottom of the card) and has become the 
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Bird without Wings, and represents the -forming o-f the Crow's 
Head. The 3 o-f Swords has a dual role: destroying the united and 
uniting the destroyed. It personifies the aqua permanens <dew> 
due to which hostile elements are united into one. The aqua 
permanens was considered to be the tears of the moon which 
mourned the death of the night and flooded the land, just as the 
tears of Isis bathed the limbs of Osiris while they were laid 
beneath the bank of the Nile. Symbolically the aqua permanens 
comes from the Moon and the shattered rose from the sun, thus the 

2 of Swords sheds tears as its perfect centre is shattered in the

A complementary colour 
doesn’t show in this card which shows the Light to be disunited. 

The Brownish Grey of the swords surrounded by the Chrome 
Green shows that the mind has been penetrated with doubt, fear, 
and melancholy.

Two white angelic hands, each holding the swords, which four 
cross in the centre. The rose of five petals with white radia- 
tions is reinstated on the point of their intersection. 

Here the rose remains untouched by the four swords which 
surround but do not pierce it. The swords on each side are well 
balanced showing that the forces in each hand are equal with none 
gaining the advantage, in other words a stalemate. The esoteric 
title of "Rest from Strife" refers to this point of no advantage 
or disadvantage hence no movement or rest as compared to the 
previous card, it is a state of truce and a neutral zone has been 
formed. Although the symbol of the double cross, like in the 4 
of Wands, alludes to cinders, the presence of the rose suspended 
in the centre of the cross alludes to the resurrection from the 
cinders, the restoration. The visual image the card the 4 of 
Swords depicts is a gate, just as sentries bar the way into the 
pal ace. 

The clouds have now moved to the sides of the card but 
remain in the lower half and the rose within the swords gives the 
appearance of suspended animation. This aspect of the 4 of Swords 
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is sxp 1 aincd in "Treatise on The Great Art" by Dom Antoi ne-Joseph 
Pernety s 

'At all times bodies exhale a subtle vapor, which is

manifested more clearly in summer. The warm air sublimates the 
waters into vapors, and attracts them to itself. When, after a 
rain, the rays of the sun beam upon the earth, one sees it smoke 
and exhale itself in vapor. These vapors hover in the air in the 
form of fogs, when they do not rise far above the surface of the 
earths but when they mount to the middle region, one sees them 
float, here and there, in the form of clouds...’, 

and alchemically this card alludes to the rising of the Crow’s 
Head. Here this is represented by the Eagle which is volatile 
water that flies up in clouds, separating from the Green Lion 
(the body).

The 
rose, hands and clouds are Brilliant White, and the star shining 
from the rose is complementary to the backdrop, Brick Red. 

Here the Deep Blue looses itself in the Chrome Green which 
typifies balance and rest, emanating a very passifying vibration 
from the 4 of Swords. The growth aspect of the Chrome Green and 
the religious contemplations of the Deep Blue allude the card's 
emanation to a rejuvenation of the Spirit (shown by the reformed 
White Rose).

Lord of Loss in Pleasure 
0 to 10 degrees Aquarius 

9 in ^ 

Two rayed angelic hands, each hold two swords nearly upright 
but falling apart of each other, right and left of the card. A 
third hand holds a sword upright in the centre as though it has 
disunited them. The petals of the rose, which in the 4 of Swords 
was reinstated in the centre, are now torn asunder and falling. 

The balance of power of the previous card has been upsurged 
for the swords which protected the rose are thrown asunder as the 
sword from the bottom of the card comes out of the clouds and 
pierces the rose, with force, and knocks away the harmony of the 
other four swords. This upsurge of direct energy is necessary to 
break the stalemate of the 4 of Swords giving much force to a 
situation, and although appearing to scatter the other four 
swords is in fact spreading the area of concentration. This 
shows someone or thing has blundered into a situation for the 
gratification of self without considering the consequences — 
irrational i ty. "Lord of Loss in Pleasure" is the Key phrase for 
the 5 of Swords, and at first sight this phrase does not appear 
appropriate - Lord of Defeat seems more appropriate. However, 
when you consider the psychological and emotional result of 
defeat, loss, interference or as the recipient and of malice, 
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loss of pleasure ssems very much the end result. 

Alchemical ly f the clouds that had risen in the 4 of Swords 

• • 

have now in the 3 of Swords been resolved into rain, snow and 
hail, and they fall, returning to their origin - the Bird has 
again lost its wings. The Eagle has thrown down the Dragon and 
the vapour then gently descends, just as the rose petals that 
were severely scattered by the central sword gently float down, 
and are likened to descending dew. The clouds are higher and 
thicker than in the 3 of Swords signifying more moisture so that 
a drying does not take place and any lost strength can be 
restored. Here the vapour and the Mercury are united and gold 
and silver are transmuted into spirit. 

To extract a deeper understanding of this card we shall loot 
at the five swords which are arranged from left to right, first 
2 swords, 1 sword in the middle, then 2, which is compared with 
BAB. BB represents 'something hollow* and the A is * to 
initiate*; therefore we have the intersecting A effecting the 
break in the swords (opening the gate of the 4 of Swords) and 
creating an opening. 212 also makes ZRH which means 'disperse 
scatter*, or ChDR which means *move swiftly", but it can also be 
GZBR which means 'a saver, treasuring*, showing that the end 
result of such actions are not wholely destructive. In addition 
there are five rose petals. They allude to a reflection of the 5 
swords. However the rose petals have been scattered into four 
separate directions showing that the stability of the 4 of Swords 


has been disturbed. But these directions in themselves allude to 
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some form of order by the virtue of the number 4. 

The 5 of Swords is coloured in the Prince Scale. The 

backdrop is the colour of the Sign, Lightish Amaranth, and the 

0 

swords are the colour of the Planet, Copper Green. There are 
translucent streaks of Lightish Amaranth flowing from the swords 
in the directions that their tips point. The rose petals, clouds 
and hands are coloured Brilliant White. 

The Lightish Amaranth alludes to the lustre of the living 
soul, and the Copper Green represents the image of living. So 
from this card emanates the union of body and spirit through a 
sudden piercing of the spirit and the opening up of a channel 
through which it can fall, which is seen by the upraised swords 
and the falling petals of the pierced rose. However, the 
Lightish Amaranth is also encrusting in its action causing 
restriction, and the Copper Green shows the substance restricted 
which is matter. So the overall impression received from this 
card is the soul/spirit entrapped in matter, and the interference 
by matter in the rising of the soul/spirit. Meditation on this 
card is helpful in those cases who have an etheric and astral 
weakness for it provides a sedative and grounding effect. 

The astrological association to the 5 of Swords is Venus in 
Aquarius. The Venus in Aquarius character avoids all close 
relationships for fear of loosing independence and projects an 
attitude of detachment.

Two hands, as before each holding the swords which cross in 
the centre. Rose re-established thereon. Here the balance and 
harmony of the 4 of Swords is re-established but on a much 
stronger footing. The centre swards penetrate the rose but the 
outer two hold it in check showing how the deeper mysteries are 
penetrated in a progressive and well balanced manner. This 
situation prevents attack from any angle preventing obstruction - 
hence one’s plans go ahead - after the disruption shown in the 
previous card. 

The clouds have again risen but this time on each side of 
the card yet still joining across the middle showing that there 
has now been a union of both above and below.

Two angelic radiating hand* as before, each holding three 
sword*. A third hand holds up a single sword in the centre. The 
point* of all the sword* just touch each other, the central sword 
not altogether dividing them. The ro*e of the previous symbols 
of this suit is held up by the same hand which holds the central 
sword - as if victory were at its disposal. 

The rose has not fallen but lies on the lower shaft of the 
central sword. This is the descention of the spirit (the rose) 
and the ascension of matter (the rising of the central sword).

Four white radiant angelic hands issuing -from the clouds, 
each holding two swords, points upwards: all points touch near 
the top of the cards. Hands issue, two at each bottom of the 
card. The pose of the other sword symbols is re-established in 
the centre. 

The concept of this card shows too much force applied in too 
small an area, with the effect that the desired result or object 
will be reached but only Just. There is not sufficient leverage 
to carry it through. As "Lord of Shortened Force" the 8 of Swords 
depicts a barrier or bonds which restrict movement, and which can 
also imprison. The rose held at a point by the eight swords 
depicts two things: that either something is being held out of 
reach or something or someone is being prevented from making any 
movement in a particular direction. 

Alchemical ly this is stage where a particular state must be 
held. It represents a constant temperature and pressure so that 
all that is, remains where it is, until it matures enough to 
separate. In other terms of reference it can be likened to the 
myth of Hercules in "Gathering the Golden Apples of the 
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Hesperides" where Hercules was bound to an altar for the span of 

a 

a years 'Suddenly one day when struggling to be free, and slowly 
seeing Busiris for what he was, words spoken long ago by Nereus 
came to his mind: "Truth lies within yourself. There is a higher 

power and strength and wisdom in yourself. Turn inwards and there 
evoke a strength which is the power which is the heritage of all 
the sons of men who are the sons of God." Silent he lay a 
prisoner on the altar, bound to its corners four for one whole 
year. Then with the strength which is the strength of all the 
sons of God he broke his bonds, seized the false teacher (who had 
seemed so wise) and bound him to the altar in his place. He spoke 
no word but left him there to learn.’ (Labours of Hercules by

And so having broken free he acknowledged contact with the 
soul, the occult knowledge of reality and stepped into the waking 
consciousness. This is the key to the imprisonment and restric- 
tion that the B of Swords represents. 

The swords in this card, encompass BO degrees of a circle 
which is a Bi-Novile - 9 Noviles make up a complete circle, or 4 
Bi-Noviles and one Novile (Nonagon). The Bi-Novile leads to 
personal rebirth (initiation), giving an identification of the 
self within the harmony of the universal whole, thus we have here 
a form of fulfillment which is an end to being in one realm, and 
a beginning into a higher realm of being. To complete a circle we 
have 36 decans, or 9 Noviles! The 80 degrees of the swards repre- 
sented a part reflecting the harmonics of the whole. 
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The 8 of Swords is coloured in the Prince Scale. The swords 
are the colours of the planets, very Dark Deep Blue, and the 
background is the colour of the sign. Cinnamon Brown. The star 
emanating from the rose is the complementary colour to the back- 
ground, China Blue. The clouds, rose, and hands are coloured 
Brilliant White alluding to the ever present influence of Kether. 

The presence of the Deep Blue and the China Blue gives a 
vibration which summons the necessity for one to gather ones self 
inwardly, and combined with the Cinnamon Brown over the surface 
of the background, the vibration says "If I want to, I shall 
perceive" • Something of .a foreign nature arises with this colour 
showing that something foreign has entered a situation. The deep 
Blue rays (swords) towards the central rose shows that the soul 
inprints a part of the outer world into itself, yet from the rase 
pours the star in the shape of a cross showing that from the soul 
there is a stirring. However the Cinnamon Brown also means 
craftiness and low cunning, and shows the manifesting of 
materiality, earthiness and restriction. Finally the fire, water 
and air have formed to produce earth in its unstable muddy 
appearance. The Deep Blue gives forth lower religious emotion, 
which is inclined to fear, but from the brilliant white rose of 
purity shines the China Blue of devotion and nobility giving an 
answer to the confinement of the Cinnamon Brown. 

The astrological planet and sign associated to the 8 of 
Swords is Jupiter in Gemini. Jupiter in Gemini is an extremely 
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versatile and expansive combination, yet it brings an emphasis on 

* 

the lower mind, the concrete and objective, and alludes to super- 
ficiality as a result of widely spread interests and constant 
change. However Jupiter in Gemini gives diversity and changeabi- 
lity and it often indicates quickness of the mind and hands, 
travel and adventure. There is inquisitiveness into the unex- 
plained and a love of knowledge and advancement of intellectual 
development, but most of the time this is unsupported by 
practical experience. Thus an armchair scholar is produced.

Four hands, as in the preceding -figure, holding 8 swords 
nearly upright, but with the points -falling away -from each other, 
a fifth hand holds a nineth sword upright in the centre, as i-f it 
had struck them asunder and no rose at all is shown, as if it was 
not merely cut asunder but utterly destroyed. 

This card shows a powerful force that does not have any 

. • 

direction to be channelled to (the absent rose), and this results 
in this force going in all directions. This much force applied 
without direction shows no restraint and becomes very disruptive. 

The 9 of Swords alludes to a state of unconsciousness, shown 
also by the main sword shattering the others apart from the 
hidden depths beneath, and without the presence of the rose this 
card shows a material nature unillumined by Spirit.

This shows even more force than the 9 of Swords but instead 
of being scattered this energy is in fact in some instances 
turned against one another. Thte Gemini aspect is still manifest- 
ing while the force of unification of Malkuth, which joins or 
cements, has got some of its energy joined - but in combat. A 
worsening situation than that of the previous card. However, 
there are 4 swords on each side of the card which shows a form of 
balance or equilibrium, while in the middle there are two swords 
clashing in combat, which shows equal forces locked together into 
infinity unless some other element enters the Situation to cause 
a much needed change. This additional element is created through 
the compression of the powerful combatting energies, thereby 
giving a solidification. The 10 of Swords possesses a dual 
nature, the first being a concentrated force turned inward on 
Itself forming a transf ormation and a separation from a previous 
state. The second nature shows matters will not be resolved 
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bef or e complete destruction is attained, and here it is given the 
name "Lord of Ruin". 

The colours of the vapours from the 9 of Swords have now 
merged and we have here the pinacle of the reddening (to the 
colour of blood). The 10 of Swords is the transition stage, it 
is the Malkuth of Yetzirah and the Kether in Assiah, and repre- 
sents Philosophical Sulphur which is in itself an earth. Its 
nature opens and penetrates, and changes all to its own nature, 
but this is not the end of the work as so many have been deceived 
to believe. 

The 10 of Swords is coloured in the Prince Scale. The swords 
are in the colour of the planet, Golden-Yellow Orange. The back- 
ground is the colour of the Sign, Cinnamon Brown. The six hands 
and clouds are coloured Brilliant White, flourescent sparks of 
Cinnamon Brown emanating from the central swards. This is the 
final stage of Cinnamon Brown, which now depicts a firing of the 
solar farces (Golden-Yellow Orange). The presence of this colour 
against the backdrop of Cinnamom Brown alludes to an awakening or 
dissemination of values to wisdom. 

These colours close ones sense of reality until the only 
hope is to follow ones instinct, for if one attempts to reason or 
intellectualise, their thoughts are turned in on each other 
creating disorder and confusion. The 10 of Swords teaches a very 
important lesson to all aspirants, and that ist Success on the 
path of the Great Work cannot be achieved until one transmutes 
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Instinct into intuition, and only then can the intellect be 
interpreted and extended thereby -formulating realisation. 

The Planet and Sign associated to the 10 of Swords is the 
Sun in Gemini. This shows one who relies chiefly on his mental 
or instinctive faculties. His nature is dualistic and often 
expresses two conditions at the same time, showing that he could 
go in either direction (on an impulse). There is a great adapta- 
bility and versatility with a love for variety, travel and 
change. His outer shell often expresses a bold front but under- 
neath he is shy and nervous. This character has deep sensitivity 
and is highly strung. To verbally communicate is very important 
to the sun in Gemini and invariably this is what he does.

ACE OF DISKS 

"Lord of the Powers of Earth” 

A white radiant angelic hand, holding a branch of a- Rose 
Tree, whereon is a large pentacle farmed of five concentric 
circles. The inner most circle is white, charged with a red Greek 
Cross. From this white centre, twelve rays, also white, issue. 
These terminate at the circumf erence, making the whole something 
like an astrological figure of the Heavens. It is surmounted by a 
small circle, above which is a large Maltese Cross, and with two 
white wings; four roses and two buds are shown. The hand comes 
from the clouds as in the previous Aces. 

The Maltese Cross within a winged circle shows the solar 
aspect so necessary for the growth of matter, with hints of 
propriety as it shows higher growth patterns (indicated by the 
wings). The cressent shaped ends of the Maltese Cross allude to 
the moon forming the shape of the circle which it is within, 
depicting the wheel of change and showing the forces distributed 
around the circumf erence. So here we have both the solar and 
lunar which is symbolic of the union of spirit and matter. The 
winged cross is a reflection of the ladder by which the soul can 
reach its Higher Self and is the doorway between the celestial 
and earthly worlds, this is analogous to the Ain Soph Aur between 
Asmiah and Yetsirah. The wings symbolise spirituality (the power 
o-f spiritual elevation), while the cross within and encompassing 
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the circle shows man standing in the centre (and encompassing) 
the cosmos. 

However, the number 7 is also shown here as a re-flection of 
the 7 roses on the bush below, by the 4 points of the cross 
alluding to the 4 incorporeal elements plus their union of the 
Sun and Moon which is represented by the invisible intersecting 
fire and water trines, signifying the number 3 (4+3*7), and below 
which is the manifested 12 rayed star around a circle which 
contains within it a more concentrated cross, the Calvary Cross; 
and the generation of this is shown by 4x3*12. 

The above symbols represent alchemically the M Aurum Aurae", 
but the wings are symbolic of quicksilver, showing their volatile 
nature, and that total unification is yet to take place. 

The flowering branch symbolises the biblical story of the 
Rod of Aaron, which although separated from its root continued to 
bear flowers. In Heb. Ch.ix, 3^4, its sayss 'And after the 
second veil, the tabernacle which is called the Holiest of All; 
Which had the golden censer, and the Ark of the Covenant over- 
layed round about with gold, wherein was the golden pot that had 
manna, and Aaron's rod that budded, and the tables of the 
covenant;'. This rod was considered to be a rod of power repre- 
senting the subjective spiritual mind that operates on the higher 
mental sub-plane, ministering to the development of the causal 


body 
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The branch in the Ac* of Disks, grows 7 flowers; 4 fully 
opened roses alluding to the 4 corporeal elemental divisions, and 
3 rose buds relating to the unmanifested trinity, to Salt, 
Sulphur and Mercury who when united are represented in a perfect 
and entire body* In the "Praxis Spagyrica Phi losophica" it* says: 
'Accordingly God brought forth nature by way of a natural union 
and birth, so it can work, sustain and produce itself. Through 
mutual assistance it can now bring forth everything decreed by a 
heavenly influence and Impression upon it. It will show itself 
through material manifestation, substance and being, out of whose 
mixture arise the elements as water, air and earth. Within the 
three lies hidden the fourth element of fire. Through the coc- 
tion of fire is brought about a soul, a spirit and a body. 
Through this union we will find them as Mercury, Sulphur and 
Salt. These three, when united, represent a perfect and entire

These roses are ambivalent as they represent both heaven and 
earth and life and death in their symbology. Alchemical ly they 
are the Work, and the rebirth of the spiritual. There are also 8 
leaves on this branch which show the incorporeal and corporeal 
depicting above and below. The 8 leaves relate to regenerati on s 
'And the leaves of the tree were for the healing of the nations’.

Rev. Ch. xxii, 2. and symbolize the manifested, the known, true 
ideas, and a new state. Adding the 4 full roses and the 8 leaves 
one has 4+8*12, the twelve rayed star. 


ff 
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Th ere are 3 branches off the main branch, 2 side branches 
and one main central branch, which reflect Ace of Wands. The 
branch that once represented the raw material (in the Ace of 
Wands) has now become the wand that Invokes and directs, and the 
manifested tool of the Will. On the top of the central branch is 
the red central cross which shows the balanced elemental forces 
of Heh final - the central or end product (matter) of the 4 
incorporeal elements, and 3 concentric circles which give the 
effect of whirling motions of energy descending onto the cross 
and radiating therefrom. The circle around the cross also shows 
the material aspect of Rose Cross philosophy embodied in the 
Rosicrucian Order of the R.R. et A.C. - the physical outlet for 
spiritual truth. 

The cross within the 12 rayed star (the Dodegram) is 
symbolic of the 4 rivers of paradise, Pison, Gihon, Hiddekel and 
Phrath (which have been 'discussed in the lessons on the elemental 
Paths). The Dodegram is not only representati ve of the 12 zodiac 
divisions, but the twelve tribes who are attributed to the 12 
zodiac signs. This is described during the Golden Dawn grade 
ceremony of Practicusi 

’And a River Naher went forth out of Eden, namely from the 
Supernal Triad, to water the Garden (the rest of the Sephiroth) , 
and from thence it was divided into four heads in Daath, whence 
it is said "In Daath the depths are broken up and the clouds drop 
down dew." The first Head is PISON, which flows into Geburah 
(whence there is Gold). It is the River of Fire. The Second Head 


is GIHON, the River of Waters, flowing into Chesed. The Third is 
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HIDDEKEL, the River of Air, blowing into Tiphareth, and the 
fourth, which receiveth the virtues of the other three, is 
PHRATH, Euphrates, which floweth down upon the Earth. This River 
going fourth out of Eden is the River of the Apocalypse, the 
Waters of Life, clear as crystal proceeding out of the Throne of 
God and the Lamb, on either side of which was the Tree of Life 
bearing 12 manner of Fruits. And thus do the Rivers of Eden form 
a Cross, and on that Cross the great ADAM, the Son who was to 
rule the Nations with a Rod of Iron, is extended from Tiphareth 
and his arms stretch out of Gedulah and Geburah; in Malkuth is 
Eve, Mother of all, the Completion of all, above the Universe she 
supporteth with her hands, the Eternal Pillars of the Sephiroth- 
As it was said to you in the Thirtieth Path, M And above the 
shoulders of that Great Goddess is Nature in her vastness 
exalted. 1,9 . 

In the Ace of disk* we have the alchemical representati on of 
the first and last matter, for the Ace of Disks is in the world 
of matter, it is the Kether of Assiah and is the force that 
brings about the manifestation of matter, although not actual 
matter itself. The Great Waters have now been transmuted into 
Mother Earth shown by the clouds at the bottom of the card, from 
which the angelic hand holding the branch issues, and are now the 
mists over the earth, but as yet not fully manifested, as por- 
trayed by the height of the clouds. 

The Ace of Disks is coloured in the colours and complemen- 
tary colours of the Earth element. The branch and leaves are 
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Vivid Green with Black used as shading and shaping. The Disk and 
its rings are Black and Greens the outer ring is Black, the next 
ring is Green, the next is Black and the 4th is Green. The 
innermost circle is Brilliant White. The 12 rayed star is 
Brilliant White and the Calvary Cross is the complementary Red to 
the Green in its -full pigmentation. The Maltese is the same Red 
as the Calvary Cross. Its circle is Brilliant White as are the 
wings on either side of it with Black used to give these shape 
and definition. The hand, roses and clouds are also Brilliant 
White and the background of the entire card is the compl ementar y 
Red (to the Green circles in the disk). In shading, it starts as 
with the exact complementary pigmentation around the outer edges 
of the card and gradually becomes translucent red until the card 
is pure white as it approaches the central disk or pentacle. 

In this card both Green and Black are used to illustrate the 
colours of the Earth element which is the Second Order teaching 
of these elemental colours. Green signifies growth, energy rising 
up from the face of the planet towards the universe showing the 
force of the growth rays coming from within the planet itself. 
The Black shows the element of Macrocosm, rays coming down onto 
the earth, which shows the outside influence of the universe and

its effect on the Green vegetation. Black is contraction, i.e. 
the continual formation of matter, and Green is expansion. Both 
the Black and Green are analogous to the cycles of nature, birth, 
growth and death, which complete the cycle of regenerati on, which 
is all part of the earth element in its totality.

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The White roses show purity of spirit and aspiration - the 
rose is the 'flower of light'* These f i ve— petal 1 ed roses repre- 
sent the five elements as the microcosm. You will note in the 
Ace of Disks the reversed circumstances to the Ace of Wands. The 
Green has now become the object of substance and materiality and 
the Red has become the surrounding space, so from the gestation 
in the womb is borne a child of the same nature who carries 
within it the blueprint of cosmic knowledge shown by the Black 
and Green disk, and by the White dodegram and the Red Cross which 
shows an eternal link with the higher planes (also shown by the 
White winged globe and Red Maltese Cross). 

The Ace of Disks is the "Root of the Powers of Earth", and 
the earth element is generally considered Lunar in nature, a 
cold, passive and feminine element. With fire it is warmth 
(although fire and earth cannot be united without a medium), with 
air it is dry and with water it is heavy, cold and damp. The 
earth element is symbolic of material forms, the physical body 
and senses, and is concerned with the basic necessities of 
survival. It symbolises the world of limitations, of structural 
reality and manifestations. The Ace of Disks is the first entry 
into earth and shows that the outcome has already been defined 
but not yet taken place.

In divination the Ace of Disks is neither good nor bad 9 it 
all depends on the individuals intentions, however it does show 
the manifested.

The colours of the Aces represent the colours of the four

scales. King, Queen, Prince and Princess and their basic colours 
are linked to the elemental colours of the Enochian tablets. The 
Ace of Disks for example is not painted in the four colours (of 
the elemental weapon which will be discussed in detail in later 
lessons) as they are the colours of Malkuth of the Queen Scale 
and the Disks relates to the Princess Scale. The Stella Matutina 
considered that the Minor Arcana related to the elements. where 
the Golden Dawn related them more to the Planets and Signs. A lot 
of confusion was brought about by the publication of the 
Wang/Regardie Tarot which though modified used the colours of the 
Stella Matutina and not that of the Golden Dawn. This information 

came via the Whare Ra temple, which Regardie did not have access

to until 1983, and by this time the cards had already been 
painted and issued. The main reason for the change in colours 
(according to Mrs. Felkin, head of the New Zealand Order) was 
that the use of the correct colours proved too difficult and time 
consuming and in many instances beyond the artistic temperament 
of many of the members to paint.

They are united by a green and gold serpent, bound about them 
like a figure of 8* It holds is tail in its mouth. A White 
Radiant Angelic Hand holds the centre of the whole. No roses 
enter into this card. Above and below are the symbols of Jupiter 
and Capricorn. It is a revolving symbol. 

Entwined by the serpent Mercurius, the two disks show the 
Yin/Yang concept of duality but also the self f ert i 1 i sati on 
aspect which leads to birth.

s.rp.nt, Mhos, phallic connotations dspict th. itfd, and through

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the pr«t«nc» of the disks, sncirclsd by ths serpent, dspicting 
ths ovum, which will bs seen in future cards as ths growing rose. 
Ths sncirclsd disks also rsvsal ths power of ths waters around 
ths earth and ths awakening of a dynamic force, which shows ths 
disks as emblems of resurrect i on. Ths clouds separated from the 
lower part of ths card, and placed on the left side and centre of 
the card show that ths source of change of the 2 of Disks is not 
earth-bound. 


Ths serpent is Mercurius and is also known as the "fiery 
wheel of existence. M It is also analogous in meaning to the 
unenlightened soul, however, ths figure 8 formed by the serpent 
shows the vertical symbol of infinity, and also the alchemic 
symbol of Sal Alkali, Sal Gemma, White Vitrol and Tutia. From 
these symbols we see here firstly a pure fluid metal (zinc) which 
is itself generated from three fluid primals, crystalised within 
salt*.

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The t»rp«nt being coloured green and gold is also 
representati ve of nature who gradually performs her work, where 
substances regenerate within the bowels of the earth (see above 
M seed and ovui M ).

You will see from the above that the “Lord of Harmonious 
Change N is an apt name for the 2 of Disks, its nature being one 
of Increased realisation and its constructive force towards 
creation.

A hand holding a branch of a rose tree, but without flowers 
or buds, save that in the centre is one fully blown white rose. 
Pentacles are disposed as on the points of a square; a rose in 
the centre. 

Here the white rose of purity has fully manifested in it's 
solar aspect (as Tiphareth) controlling the tree by its central 
position. This shows the four elements (matter) being controlled 
by a fifth, spirit (the rose). A complete, harmonious and 
perfected cycle. 

The 4 of Disks has been named "Lord of Earthly Power" which 
is best described by the symbols this card portrays. For example, 
the four disks form the shape of a square at the top of a cube; 
implied by the central rose acting as a point where a line is 
drawn from each corner of the square which then forms 4 divi- 
sions. These 4 divisions express the currents of the four 
elements, making the square one of manlf estation on the physical 
plane. However, the rose shows the presence of the 2nd square, 
and 2 squares make a cube, which has 8 sides and symbolically 
expresses the physical, spiritual, astral and mental planes.

A white radiant angelic hand issuing from the and holding a 
branch of the white rose tree, but from which roses are falling, 
leaving no buds behind. Five pentacles are similar to the Ace. 

The fifth disk has taken the place of the central rose of 
purity from the 4 of Disks and has overburdened the tree, for the 
harmonious vibrational pitch is now unevenly distributed by the 
extra weight* Four roses have grown beside the four 
outer disks only to have died before fully maturing, for the 
purity of the white roses have now been contaminated as the roses 
die, leaving no seed behind to take their place. 

The contamination that has entered the 5 of Disks is the 
central disk, it alludes to the unconscious, which has been 
dragged in by the inferior mind. These two top disks also allude 
to the superior or heavenly factor and the two lower disks to the 
inferior or earthly factor. This symbolism shows the creation of 
the archetypal self and the 3 of Disks portrays the intellectual 
and physical workings on the lower plane.

A white radiant angelic hand holding a rose branch with 
white roses and buds, each of which touches a pentacle. Fentacles 
are arranged in two columns of three each. 

Here we have the lunar influence of Gimel pouring into 
Tiphareth - straight from Kether - which gives the rose tree a 
chance to bloom under the influence of Tiphareth - the 6th 
Kabbalistic sphere. The watery emotional aspect of Luna is 
stabilised here by Taurus showing a continuous controlled flow of 
energy from the godhead. 

There are six roses and six rose buds which add to the 
number twelve, which is a reflection of the twelve zodiac signs 
shown in the Ace of Disks.

A white radiant angelic hand issuing from a cloud, holding a 
branch of white rose buds with seven pentad es on them, arranged 
in the figure of Rubeus. There are only five buds., which 
overhang, but do not touch the five uppermost pentad es. 

In the previous card the vibrational pitch allowed enough 
energy through for the roses to bloom and the pentad es or disks 
to formulate. Here the extra disk has drained the energy so that 
the buds form, but there is not yet enough nourishment in the 
tree for them to bloom. What looks like a good start has not or 
does not materialise. 

The new rose buds show two aspects: there has been an 

initial partial failure, or a start has been made in line with 
the universal law. This card deals with the world of desire and 
the key to it is to understand the magnetic law of attract and 
repel, which is generated by the forces of the two poles - posi- 
tive and negative, which themselves are the law of our planet and 
the cosmos. Stability is then produced between the opposites. 


The symbols portrayed here are the downward pointing 
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triangle above a rectangle. This shows the power descending 
rather than ascending and being caught in stone where a temple 
for the spirit is built (matter), and these forces are subject to 
equi 1 ibr i urn. 

Alchemically the 7 of Disks represents a stage where the 
work has not reached purity, for although it is newly white m 
the upper levels (the 4 overhanging rose buds) it is still 
corrupt beneath (the 2 lower disks with no roses), and this is 
the process by which it goes for it is said by Flamel: ’ that 
Rebis will begin to whiten in this same manner, whitening first 
at the extremities, then all around this white circle.

The 
background is coloured Deep Grey Green, deep in colour close to 
the clouds and translucent gradually towards the top of the card. 
The rose bush is Dark Red Violet. The clouds, hand and rose buds 
are coloured Brilliant White. 

Amongst the heaviest of the above mentioned colours is 
glimmering hope, shown by the blue rays which typify potential 
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growth, shown by the small white buds which are nourished by the 
dark Red Violet rose bush. The Greyish Brown and the Deep Grey 
Green are the restrictive colours of matter and limit any intel- 
lectual or spiritual growth.

A white radiating angelic hand, issuing from a cloud, and 
grasping a branch of a rose tree, with four white roses thereon, 
which touch only the four lower most pentacles. No rose buds are 
present, only leaves touch the four upper most disks. All the 
pentacles are similar to the Ace, but without the Maltese Cross 
and wings. They are arranged like the geomantic figure Populus. 

The four lower pentacles are analogous to the four elements 
in their corporeal form. The four uppermost disk* are linked to 
the element* in their incorporeal form. The five rose buds of the 
7 of Disks have died and given way to growth in the 0 of disks 
over the four lower disks, where these four outer roses bloom in 
full glory signifying necessary sacrifice of higher aspirations 
for the more attainable and simple, to be cultivated.

A white radiating angelic hand holding a rose branch of 9 
white roses, each of which touches a pentacle. There are rose 
buds as well as flowers. 

The roses have gone to the upper part of the Tree showing 
growth in the upper and lower areas of the rose bush, and that 
there is consciousness of the two echelons of existence, which 
are divided by a 9th disk in the centre, placing 4 disks in the 
upper branches of the maturing rose bush and 4 disk* in the 
lower. The presence of the blooming rose at each disk shows that 
the state now attained is full nourishment, realisation of deve- 
lopment and richness in life. The central disk with a blooming 
rose underneath and a new rose bud on each side shows that the 
upper echelon is still separated, and that there is still poten- 
tial for more growth in the lower; by the positions of the rose 
buds, the direction of growth is ever spiralling upwards, and are 
the prebirth energies focussed in Assiah. 

The clouds lay soft as if covering the earth in a vaporish 
mist giving life to the land with their morning dew, from which 
the rose bush draws an abundance of nourishment and spiritual

The disks 
are coloured Cerise rayed with Emerald Green. The background is 
coloured Greyish Yellow (Yellow Lime Green), and is deep in

An angelic hand, holding by the lower extremity a branch 
whose roses touch all the pentad es. 

The • potential of the previous card has reached its maximum 
point with the influence of Malkuth consolidating in a central 
area, Assiah: wealth, growth and material success at its fullest. 
The top five disks show the five elements, with the five white 
roses showing the purity of essence in the spiritual sense which 
is equally balanced in Assiah - the four corporeal elements 
perfect harmony on both planes. 

The pattern the upper and lower disks and roses form on the 
rose bush is the image of each other. The clouds are set low, as 
if about to unviel, and the rose bush produces ten blooming roses 
(depicting the ten commandments, the ten Sephiroth) which all 
touch the disks of clay, showing that the commandments and the 
laws of the Sephiroth are at play on earth as they are dictated 
in heaven. 

In alchemy the 10 of Disks is comparative to the crowned 
lion, although is not on its own the end of the work. As the 
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consuming •fire, the lion, when crowned is victorious, havinq 
fought and consumed itself thereby rising out transformed.

"Lord of Wealth" is the name of this card which not only 
means monetary wealth but wealth of the mind (mind over matter) 
as shown by Mercury in Virgo. It deserves special attention, for 
not only is it the sum total of the whole Minor Arcana. but 
according to kabbalistic teachings, once you have reached the top 
of the Tree you immediately find yoursel f back at the bottom. 
However there is a difference: you take what you've gained with 

you. One must also not forget that this is Malkuth of Assiah 
any further down and you enter the QXippoth, so this is where 
Mercury in Virgo intercepts - if you let it - drawing on intelli- 
gence to use ones wealth and power correctly, within the limita- 
tions of Assiah (do not confuse intelligence with intellect). 
Aaron's rod has reached its full bloom. 

The 10 of Disks is coloured in the Princess Scale. The 
background colour is Greyish Yellow, the colour of the Sign. The 
disks are the colour of the planet. Sallow rayed with Primrose. 
The clouds, hand and roses are Brilliant White: the rose bush is 

the complementary colour to the background, Light Violet. Shade 
the background as per previous cards. 

The colours of this card are best described from an alchem- 
ical viewpoint. The disks are showing a changing quality where 
the final impure properties give off their last gasp of breath. 
The "Golden Treatise" saysi 'The colour of the golden matter 



points to redness, end the nature thereof is not sweetness; 
therefore we make the Sericum, i.e. Ixir; and of them we make the 
encaustic of which we have written, and with the King’s seal we 
tinge the clay, and in that have set the colour in heaven which 
augments the sight of them that see it.* (The Light Violet 
represents the Kings seal ) .

Thm 16 Court Card* are quite unique m the sense that they 
separate the Minor from the Major Arcana. Although the Court 
Cards have been placed in the Minor Arcana category they in fact 
belong to the Royal Arcana. For the sale of convenience they have 
been allotted a dual association to the Sephiroth with: 

Knights: Chokmah 

Queens: Binah 

Kings: Tiphareth 

Princesses: Malkuth 

The above kabbalistic association to the Tree of Life :s to 
a certain extent a false r epr esent at 1 on of the cards, for Mathers 
stated: "The Court Cards in fact are placed beside the Seohiroth 

of the Tree and not on them." By this he meant that the Court 
Cards relate not to the Tree but to the Ar i n n Anpin, i.e. the 
Macroprosopus, a title of l- ether. This is m fact ; -to 

Abb, the Supernal Father, and Aima the Supernal Mother. ~*-ese 
two unite and become the parents of Zaiur Anpin, the w #sser 
Countenance which becomes the Son. Though his seat of pcwe- ;s 
analogous to Tiphareth, he in fact governs the 6 Sephiroth from 
Chesed to Yesod. Mai k ah, the Queen and Kali ah the Bride ar# 
titles of Malkuth and are considered the Spouse of the Microprc- 
sopus or i. ai ur Anpin. (For a more i n-depth explanation of the 
Arikxn Anpin see the Introduction to "the Kabbalah Unveiled' by 
Mathers and subsequent chapters concerning the formation of the 
Macroprosopus) • 

When the Royal Arcana were originally drawn there was no 
doubt that the elaborate i abbalistic associations we r e never 
considered, but with the advent of more informative study being 
available today newer areas can now be opened up. and the Court 
Card Kabbal istic association is but one small example where 
synthesi sat i on occur* on a far greater level than ever before. 

Ore area that has always been a point of confusion is the 
dual title association with the Knights being lings and the l mgs 
being Princes. Crowley added a footnote worth repeating in his 
Equinox description of the G.D Tarot: ’The Kings ar* now called 

Knights and the Princes are now called Kings. This is unfor- 
tunate, and leads to confusi on .... Remember only that the horsed 
figures refer to the Yod of Tetr agr ammaton , the charioted figures 
to Vau*. When Francis Regard! e consulted with Wang over the 
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titles he opted for the Yod force to be called ) ing* outright to 
that confusion would not develop. The real reason for the d.ai 
titles is simpl/ that the Court Card associations are used on 
more then one level. Many occultists have used the principle of 
the Knight marrying the Queen to produce a son, who marries and 
starts the sequence all over again. 

One particular paragraph from the Zahar, "Bool of Concealed 
Mystery" which also may help show the complexity, (and also the 
clarity of the Dual tarot association) says: * (Whilst the spouse, 

the Mi croprosopus > was at first alone (he was standing by, whilst 
the letter V, Vau, occupied the first place, then was he 
separated from his bride). But all things returned into the 
unity. (That is, not only were father and mother conjoined into 
one, because the two letters, I, Yod and H, Hen, were combined: 
but also the mi croprosopus returned to his Bride, whilst V., Vau. 
was placed next to I, Yod, in the Tetr agr ammaton , IMVI. Vahevi . 
For) V, Vau, descendeth (when in the word VIHI, Vayehi , "and it 
was done," it occupieth the first place: but in the proposed 

metathesis, it descendeth into the third place, in order that it 
might be IHVI, Yahevi ) , And they are bound together the one to 
the other (male and female, V, Vau and I , Yod, the Path of beauty 
and the Queen), namely I, Yod, and H, Heh (by which are shewn 
wisdom and Knowledge, Father and Mother), e unto two lowers 

who embrace each other. (By two lovers are understood either V, 
Vau and I, Yod only - that is, at the end: or I, Yod. and H, Hen, 
together: that is, at the beginning).* 

To some this quotation may appear cryptic but it is worth 
persevering with for it unfolds an entirely different scheme of 
Kabbalistic thought applied to Tetr agrammaton . 

In the section on Enochi an Chess in "the Complete G.D." we 
start to see the wide ranging effect of these dual titles when 
they are applied to the Chess pieces, which function on an 
entirely different plane than the tarot and associate to a 
different order than Fire. Water, Air and Earth. While it is not 
our intention to go into a detailed discussion of Enochiana it 
may give a brief indication of the use of these titles on 
different levels. For those of you who wish to see the Royal 
Arcana from a different perspective we have no hesitation m 
recommending Crowley’s "Book of Thoth" and for o general summa- 
tion Alfred Douglas in his small bool, "The Tarot", which has an 
excellent historical section and b i bl iography . 

When relating to the component parts of the self the Knights 
represent the Anima, the masculine kernel of the self and also 
the Chi ah, while the Queens relate to the Amimus and the 
Neshamah, The Kings to the Ruach and the Princesses to the 
Nephesch. By association to the four worlds one has:

For the purpose of divination the Po>al Arcana have always 
been something of a point of conjecture, tut within the Golden 
Dawn system they represent exactly what the, are purported to be. 
archetypes that we will eventually meet. bathers is extremely 
clear on this point and says: 'The Court-Cards, and especially 
the Knights and Queens, may be ta* en to represent percent; in 
this case their additional meaning should -it be read.* In the 
divination section following the functicr of the individuals 
represented by the Royal Arcana placed in different house posi- 
tions is discussed together with how we should deal with them. 


The elemental association to the -oyal Arcane i* an 
extremely strong one, and while the figures always * a . e the 
predominant say another viewpoint now emerges, and that is, how 
the figures perform through the elemental houses. This shows us 
one element acting through the *r*mewori o * another, which though 
complicated has been produced in a symplifisd format. 

The I*Ching association given to eac* Court Card must be 
considered as arbitrary. Again an overlapirg factor emerges when 
the elemental and Chinese archetypal aosociftions do not entirely 
fit neatly with the western ones. Corsiderirg the ancient Chinese 
view of the Celestial Stems (the astrological system of the 
I*Ching), the Pre heaven (hacrocosmus) and the Later Heaven 
(Mi crocosmus) , the current association give 0 here is a mixture of 
both archetypal and elemental, which cross-cuts both the Pre and 
Later Heaven attributions m an endeavour lo meet our western 
associations half way. 

For those of you who are familar wi t v Royal Arcana from 
other dec! s the G.D terminology does not always match. c o r 
example, taking the Waite dec* as a case in point. The Waite King 
is not as swift as the G.D Knight/King (on horsebacl > but he ic 
stronger and lacks the initial thrust o* th« Yod Force. The G.D 
King/Prince is more powerful than the Wait* Knight though not as 
fast. The Queens of the G.D deck da tally with other Queens. 
Generally speaking the Princesses of the G.D Tarot are more 
stronger than the Pages of other decks and show more growth. The 
Knight, Queen, King, and Princess terminology used in the G.D are 
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for the most part different from their counter^ arts. ror 
divination purposes the Royal Arcana of ether dec> s would not 
match the GD deck wi th the exception of the Cjeen. The Pest way 
is to forget previous associations from other dec* s and reorien- 
tate ones thinking towards this tarot m the form of VHVH.

The King o f the spirits of Fire". 

Rules 20 Degrees of Scorpio to 20 Degrees Sagittarius 

A winged warrior riding a blacK horse with a flaming mane 
and tail* The horse itself is not winged. The rider wears a 
winged helmet with a rayed crown, a corslet of scale male and 
buskins of the same. and a flowing scarlet mantle. Above ms 
nelmet, upon his curass. and on the shoulder pieces and bus* ms. 
he wears as a crest a winged black horses head. He grasps a club 
with flaming ends, somewhat similar to the symDol of the Ace o* 
Wands. but not so heavy, and also the sigil of the scale is 
shown; beneath the rushing feet of his steed are waving flames 
and fire. 

The Knight mounted on the horse is spmit of *ire. As a 
might he vanquishes enemies but since he possesses the office 
of King shows that he holds and acts towards the highest ideals 
of fire. He is in control of the steed ard is its directing 
*orce. The steed in this instance is matter. Modern ps ychol og : « t s 
consider that the steed is a symbol of the magical nature of man 
because it relates to the intuitive aspects of the psyche, in 
empathy with the great mother concept. 

The mane of the steed shows blind force while its red colour 
has a fiery empathy, and as part of the steed, it relates to the 
intuitive aspect of nature in relation to a fiery development 
which is much in keeping with the every- day concept of the steed. 
The red winged Helmet represents not only protection but hidden 
thought and meaning showing that the Knight, through manipulating 
the blind force, does have a hidden motive, though tnis is sanc- 
tioned by the higher powers, as portrayed by the ^ayed crown . The 
trident shaped wand he holds has the same meaning as the Ace of 
Wands but in this instance it is being manipulated as a weapon. 
r h» sigil on the club is ASH * FIRE and is one of the sigils fr om 
the Ace of Wands. 

The red cloak he wears streams behind him depicting a higher 
*orce outstripping the physical and the red reins are the instru- 
ments by which the force is held in check. The emblem of the 
winged steed (black head and gold wings) on his helmet, chest and 
leggings show that his instinctive desires all act quickly and in 
unison, i.e. the head, heart and feet. The Knight is transcen- 
dence of the spirit when he leaps over the red gold flames. His 
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eyes are hazel and his light red features represent the fact that 
he is a Salamander, as does his red armcjr(with green scale 
outlines) and his red gold hair relates to the pinnacle or 
essence of universal fire being not only heat but light i hence 
the illumination aspect of this card must come under considera- 
tion. The background of this card is the translucent colour of 
Fire, just slightly darker than the skin tone of the knight. 

The Knight of Wands in fact shows too much emphasis on the 
fire element, and is rarely felt to be a prcslem for anyone until 
it is too late to do anything about it. This could manifest as 
burning oneself out, leaving an exhausted shell of a person, 
especially where alcohol or drugs are abused. Fire people, like 
the Knight, tend to be overly active and restless and over- 
concerned with making things happen. Too much fire can also lead 
to problems in dealing with others, for the impulsiveness, self 
centredness and unrestrained desire to act directly at all costs 
can give rise to an extremely sensitive and crude way of 
approaching other people. Carter sums up this situation as 
follows: “Under affliction this force becomes uncontrolled and 
causes its influences to be wild and turbulent, given to extrava- 
gance and exaggeration, passi onateness and r eel l essness . overcon- 
fident and self indulgent. We get primitive traits and marled 
tendency to ego exaltation, self importance, vanity and love of 
pomp and granduer. " 

At best those attuned strongly to fire are self motivated go 
getters and often successfully start and promote new enterprises, 
projects and idealistic ventures that demand tremendous dedica- 
tion, courage and energy. 

On the celestial sphere he rules 20 degrees Scorpio to 20 
degrees Sagittarius. This shows the penetrating aspects of 
Scorpio on the decline as the lack of restriction of Sagittarius 
takes over. 

The I'Ching association to this card is number 70 which is 
*Li* meaning fire. This has two fire Trigra^s over one another. 
The Great Symbolism (a ancient Chinese commentary on the 
Hexagrams) says of this Hexagram: ’The symbol of brightness, 
repeated, form Li . The Great Man, in accordance with this, culti- 
vates more and more his brilliant virtue and diffuses its bright- 
ness over the four quarters of the land*.

A white winged kingly figure with a gulden winged Crown, 
seated on a chariot, only one wheel of his chariot is shown. *-e 
wears a golden corslet and buskins of scale armour (outlined in 
mauve) decorated with a white winged, re c coloured lion head 
emblym, which also mounts his crown. His /ellow chariot has a 
mauve rim and wheel. The Lion pulling the chariot is ^ed and nis 
reins and harness are green, showing the •"estraint or control 
that the astral forces impose on him. His wand is also red with 
yellow rims and a yellow and red conocal tcp, li*a the Cues'- of 
Wands though much smaller, it is the wand of the Z.A.m, His si m 
is a pale translucent red, like the other *ir® figures. Hu hair 
is long wavy golden yellow which curls at the bottom and his eyes 
are blue— grey- The arms of the King are bare, save for the 
shoulder pieces of the corslet.

“Prince of the Chariot of Water" 

20 degrees Libra to 20 degrees Scorpio 


A winged Kingly figure with a winged crown, seated in a 
chariot drawn by an eagle. On the wheel is a symbol of a Scorpion. 
The eagle is borne as a crest on his crown, cuirass and buskins. 
His general attire is like that of the King of Wands. Beneath his 
chariot is the calm stagnant waters of a lake. His armour 
resembles feathers more than scales. He nolds in one hand a 
lotus, and in the other a cup, and has his head tending down to 
the waters of the lake. 

The eagle drawing the chariot shows the card's airy nature, 
swift, and a constant flux of energy over the surface of the 
water showing surface only energies - super* : ci al i ty .

A beautiful amazon like figure, softer in nature than the 
Princess of Wands. She stands on a sea with foamimg spray, away 
to her right is a dolphin. She wears as a crest a swan with open 
wings. She bears on her right hand a lotus, and in the other an 
open cup from which a turtle issues. Her mantle is lined with 
swan-down, and is of a thin floating material.
